ENDS MONTHS OF MYSTERY 


Jacob F. Guthrie, a graduate of Armour 
institute and a former teacher in the En- 
giewood High school, Was locked up at cen- 
tral etation shortly after noon yesterday as 
the perpetrator of the most extraordinary 
series of burglaries and forgeries ever com- 
mitted In Chicago. 

The plunder already recovered by the police 
is estimated by them to be worth about $100,- 
000, When this booty was dug out of nine big 
trunks in which Guthrie had concealed‘it 
and wag spread out in the basement of cen- 
trale station it made that dingy apartment 
look like the interior of All Baba'scave. The 
stolen articles, taken from the houses of 
wealthy Chicagoans, ranged all the way from 
rubles to silver plate and on to valuable 
oll paintings.

Forgeries Net Him $11,800. 


Besides his series of house burglaries Guth- 


4 rie got $11,800 in one set of forgeries commit- 


ted in a period of twenty-four days. It is 
known also that he has stocks and bonds 
worth about $10,000. He has in addition ad- 
mitted he speculated extensively through the 
brokerage firm of Babcock, Rushton & Co., 
and it is said he lost money in these opera- 
tions. 

In the brief time they have known him 
Guthrie has exhibited such a versatility in 
crime that the police would not be surpris: d 
tf further disclosures by the prisoner brought 
to light other operations as astonishing as 
those of which they are already cognisant. 

Credit for Guthrie's capture belongs to 
Hugh C. MoCaffery, am operative of the 
Pinkerton detective agency. McCaffery had 
been on the man’s trail since May and had 
pursued him with all the craft of an experti- 
enced thief hunter. But McUaffery wanted 
Guthrie only for forgery. He did not sus- 
pect the man also wasg burglar. In fact, 
when that idea was suggested to him @& he 
firet took the trail he ecoffed at it. 


Alert Policeman Reveals Thefts. 

James Markham of Capt. Halpin's <taff 
made the discovery that Guthrie had 
Gabbled in another branch’ of crime besides 
forgery. That discovery was made only by 
an accident. Markham caught the prisoner 
while he was being searched at the station, 
trying to swallow two bits of paper, Those 
two bits of paper, choked from hig throat. 
tonnected Guthrie with eleven sensationg! 
and successful burglaries. 

The victims in each instance were prom- 
iment society people. Guthrie, in the words 
of the police, was “no piker.”” He went to 
the society columne to get the names of 
people to rob, and he robbed the people 
who were sojourning abroad or in Florida, 

| Gets Fatal Suggestion. 

While robbing Mrs. Wilson's house Guth- 
rie got the suggestion—which eventually re- 
sulted in his errest—that sidetracked him 
temporarily into the field of forgery. Among 
other articles he found and apprapriated 
was Mra. Wileon’s monthly statement at the 
Central Truéet bank. He utilised these so 
skillfully that within leas than a month he 
had traneferred $11600 from Mra. Wilson's 
bark aceount to his own pocket, 

The police inventory of Guthrie's plunder 
brought to light contrasts so extraerdinary 
that Capt. Halpin came to the conclusion 
the prisoner must be a madman. He took 
everything he could lay hie hands on with- 
out. regard te whether they could be mar 
keted or not.

James R. Garfield in Plea. 


Amid the continued applause he concluded 
his speech and gave way to James R. Gar- 
field, former secretary of the interior. Gar- 
feld was given a reception equally as hearty 
as that given to Governor Johnson. 

Mr. Garfield said in part: 

The message of progressivism is not con- 
fined to the men and women of the great 
west, but ie shared by the men and women 
of Ohio.

The “ Bull Moose” song was composed 
during the 2.000 mile journey from San Fran- 
cisco and was adopted as the delegation's 
“war cry.

Enormous Traffic Handled in 


¥ Most Up to Date Manner; 


5 Employes Get Good Wages,

COLON. Panama~— Uncle Sam’s railway. 

Yes, the title is right. Uncle Sam owns a 
railway, and it is one of the prettiest, busiest, 
and best managed lines of the world. It has 
more traffic in proportion to its length than 
any road owned by any other government, 
and is paying better than any railway system 
of the United States. It is a beehive of in- 
dustry which stores up honey of liquid golé@ 
The line earned last year more than $1,700> 
000, which. according to the width of the ter- 
ritory it covers, was more than $34,000 a mile 

The main track is less than“fifty miles 
long. It begins here at Colon and runs across 
the Isthmus of Panama, skirting the canal, 
end ending at Balboa, our new port on the 
Pacific. A purt of it is double tracked, and it 
hes switches and other construction at the 
terminals, which give it a total length of 198 
miles, but even taking them into consider 
ation, it is doing more business, I venture, 
than any other raiJroad under the sun. 
It took in last yéar more than $6,000,000, 
and its freight traffic arnounted to more then 
1,500,000 tons. It carried almost 2,500,000 
passengers. And all this was outside the 
work done on the construction tracks of the 
Panama canal. 


Run to Earn Dividends. 

The Panama railroad’ is run as a commer- 
cial proposition. and. Uncle Sam keeps his 
tracks in the Culebra cut and elsewhere on 
@ separate account sheet. He has hundreds 
of miles of other roads on the canel zone, 
but the Panama railway proper is a gov- 
ernment road, which charges fares to every 
one who goes over it and makes every ton 
of freight pay its tolis. { 

But first iet me tell you how the ratlroad 
fe managed and something more of the 
enormous profits it makes. 

The president is Col. George W. Goethals, 
the chief engineer of the canal, and the first 
vice president is Mr. E. A. Drake. who has 
his headquarters in New York. Mr. Drake 
has been connected witn the institution for 
many years and is one of its most valuable 
employés. 

In addition we have Engineer Commis- 
sioner Hodges ag the second vice president 
end ae the general superintendent and the 


man who bas his hands on the wheels, and - 


Mir. J. A. Smith, who has under him aggull 
corps of engineers, mechanics, and transpor- 
tation Officials, and the usual machinery 
which belongs to the management of any 
great railroad. 


Bun by Uncle Sam’s Men. 

Ali of the officers are appointed by “ Uncle 
Sam,” and with the exception of one or two 
shares gill the stock belongs to him. 

- It came to the government through our 
purchase of the Panama canai, being turned 
in by the French at « valuation of $7,000,000. 
The last French company had bought it of 
the De Lesseps organization for $18,000,000, 
but when we figured out the values of the 
isthmian property it was put down at 
$7,000,000; and it has been carried on the 
books at that sum. 

Nevertheless, its assets have steadily grown 
unt they are now over $25.000,000, and the 
company today has a surplus of almost $12,- 
000,000, Moreover, the traffic and the profits 
ere steadily increasing. The freight tonnage 
last year showed « gain of more than 22 per 
cent, and the number of passengers was 8 
per cent more thaaz in 1910 

The Panama railroad has always been a 
Paying institution. It began to yield divi- 
Gends as soon as the first rails were laid, 
and for more than a generation it proved to 
be @ gold mine to its owners. 

It was started by an Amerioah company at 
the time the California gold excitement was 


- @t its height, and before the forty-seven 


miles, which formed the first track, wag 
compieted it had earned $2,000,000 Within 
four years after thet its earnings were $82,- 


. 009,000 which was four times whet the road 
cost to construct, and it has kept on paying 


for itself again and again. 


Charges Well for Service. 

It has always charged well for its services 
Beginning with ite opening fn 1855, its freight 
rates were something like $100 per ton, or 
more than $3 per tom per mile, and . 
gers paid $25 for a single ticket, which took 
them from one side of the isthmus to the 
other. These rates prevailed for about thirty 

wears. ) 

Think of paying $25 for a fifty mile jour- 
ney! The rate was more than 530 cente a mile 
At the same charge it would cost you $116 to 
go from New York to Boston, and the fare to

Today the first class rate on Uncle Sam's 
road is about 5 cents a mile, and second class 
passengers pay 2 cents, while mileage books 
Gost you % cent more per mile than in the 
United States. Notwithstanding all this, the 
isthmus is hot and the walking is not over 
@ood. and so every one rides. 

In a trip like this one sees something of 
the enormous traffic which is going on tn the 
isthmus. In addition to the Panama reilway 
Proper are the construction roads of the 
canal, which are sending rivers of earth and 
rock out to the dumps on Lidgerwood cars. 

AMogether the average is 386 trains every 
day. which is equal to one train every four 
minutes, day and night, all the year through. 


Employes Are Well Paid.

ON MEAT TO CUT LIVING COST 


Fitzgerald Says the American House- 
wife Should Be as Thrifty as Her 
French Sister. 


Boston, Mass.. Aug. 3.—[Spectal.}J~Mayor 
John F. Fitugerald tonight sterted a boycott 
of hie own when he invited the citizens of the 
United Statés to join him fm refraining from 
the use of meats, especially beef, for a few 
months. as a protest against the high cost 
of meat producte. 

If the Américan housewife was as thrifty 
as the average housewife in France, cost of 
living in America would be substantially re- 
duced, believes the mayor. He says Amert- 
cans eat too much meat. 

The mayor's invitation to the public te 
join with him in the boycott follows: 

“T hope the people of Boston, in fact, 
people generally throughout the country, wilt 
eat as little meat as possible for the next 
few months, to see what effect it will have 
upon the price of beef, which has already 
reached a prohibitive figure im most homes. 

*“‘While it is undoubtedly true that there 
are fewer cattle in the country per capita of 
population then there wes a few years ago. 
there is no question in my mind but what 
altogether too large a proportion of the price 
paid by thé consumers goes into the pockets 
of the beef trust. People should use more 
vegetables. A good meal can be made from 
canned goods and preserves.”

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“I knew most forgers as. 
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Vain for his man. Then, at his suggéstion 
word was sent to all the Chicago banke to 
look out for checke drawn in the name of 
Mrs. Wilson. Nothing was hard from this 
Circular until yesterday, when word came 
from the Northern Trust company that a 
man had called there, opened an account 
and depoeited a check in the name of Mrs. 
Wilson. It was intimated he would be back 
g00n. 

McCaffery went to the bank and stationed 
Himself at the “‘B” window. Guthrie had 
opened the account in the name of “ Harry 
Brown.” He had been there only fifteen 
minutes when the mancame in. McCaffery 
immediately rushed over and = seized him. 
Guthrie at. first tried to resist. He ie six 
feet tall and weighs more than 200 pounds. 
The detective is only a little more than five 
feet tall, and slight. McCaffery. however. 
got in the first blow, It was a light one and 
Guthrie tried to strike back. McCaffery then 
got in a punch that knocked his man down. 
Immediatadly the detective sprang on his prey 
and ¢ragged him to his feet. In a moment 
he had ascertained the man carried no 
weapon. Then he started him off toward 
the police station. 


Drops Papers .on Floor. 

As they moved out toward the street Mc- 
Caffery noticed his prisoner was dropping 
papers on the floor. 

“Grab that-stuff,"’ he called to the bank 
oflicgr. “I can take care of this fellow. 
You'd better tail along, though.’’ 

The prisoner seemed to be thoroughly 
cowed and there was no incident in the jour- 
mey north on La Salle street unt the two 
reached the Chamber of Commerce building 
at Washington and La Salle. There some- 
one not yet identified bumped into the de- 
tective in such a manner that he was parted 
for an instant from his prisoner. McCaf- 
fery was certain this was not done inten- 
tionally. Guthrie immediately made a break 
for liberty: 

He ran west in Washington street. Me- 
Caffery pursued. As he.ran he got out his 
pistol, but the crowd on the street was so 
great he feared to fire and had to ‘content 
himself with yelling ‘‘Step thief!’ Hun- 
dreds of persons heard the cry and most of 
them joined in the pursuit. At the corner of 
Randolph street and Fifth avenue Guthrie 
turned north. 


Patrolman Seizes Fugitive. 

McCaffery was being left’ in the rear.. Pa- 
trolman John Murtaugh saw Guthrie pass 
and ran after him. . Just as. he passed the cor- 
ner Guthrie fell over an obstructionand Mur- 
taugh sprang upon him. McCaffery was 
with him ina moment. The three men rolled 
over In the street. When they got to their 
feet Guthrie was azaina prisoner. 

The three men then walked to detective 
headquarters. In front of the station Guth- 
rie made a final fight. Two or three detec- 
tives saw the struggle and the prisoner was 
picked up bodily and carried Inside the jail. 

There the police began to esearch him, while 
McCaffery dressed a bad cut on the prison- 
er's wrist. Markham watched the op- 
eration. He saw Guthrie hold his hands 
behing his back while the detectives 
searched his pockewa, ani he orcered hm 
to raise them above his head. Guthrie did 
go, but the Heutenant saw him hold his 
thumbs in #0 as to “palm” two bits of 
paper. As the policeman lunged toward him 
Guthrie tried to swallow the paper. He wae 
too late. « 

Get Address of Barn.

Report, Favors Classify- . 
ing of Defectives. 


AS A GUIDE TO TEACHERS 
Declares for Vocational Training 
and Paying of Instructors 
Monthly. 


Thorough medical examination of school 
‘ehildren end a physical classificagion of them, 
fm an attempt to find the defective ones, is 
urged by Dr. James B. McFatrich in his an- 
gual, report, which will be made public to- 
morrow. 

The board of education president believes 
@hat if a teacher knows the physical condl- 
tion of the pupils in her charge she will be 
better able to give them work suitable to 
their condition. 

Dr: McFatrich favors euestecat schools 
and expansion of industrial education, and 
urges an amendment tothe child labor laws 
to improve conditions for children between 
$4 and 16 years of age. He suggests that 
teachers be paid twelve times a year, instead 
of ten, as has beenthe custom Incidentally. 
he asserts that he has given up hope of 
finding a new national! anthem. 


Backwardness and Physical Defects. 

“Investigation of the physical conditions 
ef school children has gone far enough to 
prove conclusively that a large percentage 
of cases of backwardness and retardation in 
class work are due to certain physical ab- 
normalities, from many of which there are 
possibilities of cure or relief,’ the report 
gays. “These defects frequently manifest 
themselves in the experiences and activities 
of the school room. whén to the parent they 
fhay be practically unknown. 

“With these data setting forth the physi- 
eal condition of each child at command, in- 
telligent solution of many problems which 
arise in the management of the children will 
be made possible. It will make available 
@uch guidance in the treatment and training 
of the children as wil] assist the teacher tn 
selecting and adapting the work to the con- 
ditions of the individual child. 

The “little mother” feature at the schools, 
with the assistance of the health department, 
& indorsed as a laudable humanitarian fea- 
ture in behalf of infant welfare. Codpera- 
tion with the Wacker plan for the schools to 
Go their share im creating the “ Chicago 
deautiful ” aleo is urged. 


Lays Stress on “Common Branches.” 


pnp Referring to the course of study and to vo- 


cational training, Dr. McFatrich says: 

**Our course of study should be reviewed 
carefully, with a view to emphasizing in 
the work of instruction those particular sub- 
fects which will be most helpful to the 
children in preparing for the struggle 
of life. I fear that {!n our modern tend- 
enmey. toward epecialties and innovations 
We are neglecting the vital and ele- 
mental facts in the training of the children 


A little more of the old fashioned ‘ common 
branches’ injected into our modern school 
eystems would be conducive to their practical 
value and helpful to the growth of mental 
virllity tn our children. 

“Every year thousands of children are 
leaving school from the fourth to the eighth 
grades, inclusive, with little or no prepara- 
tien for the work which the industria! inter- 
ests can offer to persons of immature age 
and experience. 


Problem of Getting Employment. 

* It ig readily seen the Brows. of the child 
fm his unguided effort to get employment is 
gerious The hope of permanency and ed- 


vancement in the position which he may at-’ 


tempt to fill is based wholly on the laws of 
ebance. 

“I believe the board of education should 
teke immediate steps for the establishing of 
vocational and continuation schools tn such 
parts of the city asareeasyofaccess These 
ghould be conducted for boys and girls over 
i¢ years regardiess of the grade in which 
they may be enrolled and independent of cer- 
tification usually necessary in entering the 
‘ high schools, 

**It should be the office of these schools 
to combine practical and academic work with 
@uch direct and specific vocational! training 
as will form the basis for efficiency in his 
subsequent chosen field of work. 

“These schools should exist as a medium 
of especial preparation between the usual 
primary and elementary stage of instruc- 
tion and the industrial employment into 
which the pupll is to enter early in his life 
career.” 

Social centers are commended and Dr. Mc- 
Fatrich favors the opening of the school 
buildings to the needs of community life. 


Twelve Payment Plan for Teachers. 

It is pointed out that the twelve pajment 
plan of distributing salaries does not mean 
a change in the sulary, but merely a differ- 
ence in the distribution. It will take away 
the necessity of the teacher’s living through 
the summer on the savings of the other ten 
wmorths. 

*J believe such a plan would be helpful 
to the teachers in formulating their sched- 
ules of expenditures, and from an economic 
point of view would be more satisfactory,” 
the board president says. 

The report shows there “ave been 12.000 
edditiona! seatings in the schools during the 
last year and $1,890,800 has been spent for 
new buildings and additions. More new 
schools and additions have been contracted 
for to the amount of $3,180,000. The new 
buildings will provide seats for 13,800 more 
Dupiis.

Mr. Hammerstein Peturned from London 
today for a four weeks’ stay. He will begin 


| immediately on his plans for bringing his 


London company to New York in January 
and will pass most of his time while in this 
country perfecting arrangements for the 
newest venture. 

The second and last season of the Kings- 
way Opera house as a home of Hammerstein 
opera will open In October. 

The London house, on the construction 
of which Mr. Hammerstein spent $1,000,000 
or more, will be sold or Jeased, as opportunity 
offers. 


Gives Reasons for Withdrawal. 

Mr. Hammerstein names seveial reasons 
as coOperatinmg against the success of his 
attempt to conduct opera along his own 
lines in London. 

“I might have made a succets of it Mm 
time,” he said, “if I had liked England and 
Lonéon and had been willing to renounce 
everything American, give up my interests 
in this country, adopt English ways, and 
announce my intention of being an English- 
man for the rest of my life. 

“The English resent any attempt to in- 
struct them, particularly if that attempt is 
made by an American. It would have taken 
time, but if I had become a Londoner I 
think I could have made my opera there an 
institution. 


Ignorant as to Opera, 

“The English simply don't know anything 
about opera. They have excellent voices in 
England I have tried out hundreds of them 
and the materia! is wonderful. But there !s 
no opportunity for &ingers in opera, 30 
they go into concert, and every city has 
excellent concerts. 

“The English, too, alwayslike to’ patron- 
ize.’ To be succeseful an ehterprise must 
have royal! patronage, the patronage of the 
nobility and patronage all the way down. 

“| don’t like patronage. I want to offer 
something which is good enough to be ac- 
cepted for itself, and I want the people to 
@ccept: it, because it is good, not for the sake 
of patronage. 

“Another thing about the English, they 
don’t wantanything new. They like‘ Faust ' 
and ‘Carmen’ and ‘ Treviata.’ and don’t 
care to hear anything with which they are 
not familiar.’ 


Don’t Like Anything American. 


Asked if his audiences liked his Ameri- |

Easterner Declares Farmers 
Shonld Learn How to 
Spend Money.

De Kalb, fl., Afig. 3.--(Special. }—Aban- 
doned churches'to the number of 1,700 in the 
open country and In thé small towns ef ill- 
nois are the figures which formed part of a 
startling pi¢ture of rural needs drawn by the 
Rev. Warrén H. Wilson of New York at the 
country life conference which closed here 
today. 

Dr. Wilson is superintendent of the depart- 
ment of church and country life of the Pres- 
brterian board of home missions. He based 
his estimate df {.700 abandoned churches. he 
said, on an) actual count! of 500 secured in @ 
survey. || 

This estimate does not Include, Dr. Wilson 
explained, the churches that have been 
turned Into corncribs, pigsties. barns, or 
have been burned or hauled away, but rep- 
resent chufches standing idle and unoccu- 
pied. 


Several Reasons Given. 

The moving out of owners and the incom- 
ing of tenants, sectarianism, with consequent 
lack of codperation among the churches: 
false notiogs as to the function of the church 
as simply to prepare our people for heaven 
were given as some of the reasons for the 
present deplorable condition. 

“A churth in the country te needed.” he 
sald, “to teach farmers how to spend their 
money The income of Illinois farmers over- 
flows. Mahy farmers do nothing with thelr 
money but buy more land. Why should not our 
farmer buy a plano, take the wife for a visit 
down east, build an attractive home for the 
children? ‘The farmer must learn to give as 
well as to save. 

" The surest way to counteract the divorce 
evil is by making out of the country church 
a home. You can't stop divorces after they 
have started. any more than you can #top 
young people from getting married when they 
fall in love. The training must take place 
when the young people are !n short skirts and 
knee trousers. ¢

Dr. Wilson called the lessening of secta- 
rian strife, which he said was constantly 
noticeable, the Gphorting of the country 
church. 

“ Once,”” he sald, “cattle had to fight for 
food and against snakes and horns and 
sharp hoofs were useful. But now the pro- 
ductive cow is the one that is dehorned. and 
eats quietly, giving the maximum amount of 
milk for the minimum amount of food. The 
time for doctrinal fighting {s past, and we 
now get maximum service with e minimum 
of doctrine.” 


Popularity of Baseball. 

The popularity of baseball was one of the 
facts established. by a survey of fourteen 
counties of IlMmols, conducted by the Rey. 
Clatr 8. Adame of Bement, Ill, Miss Caro- 
line 8. Bowen, assistant pastor of the Pres- 
byterilan church of which the Rev. Mr. 
Adams is pastor, described the survey. 

“We wanted to know what the people 
like,"" Miss Bowén said, “and we found 
out by investigation that preferences were 
expressed in the following ratio: Baseball, 
29 per cent; socials and picnics, 18: picture 
shows, 11; gymnasiume, 5; concerts, 8; skat- 
ing. 8; dancing. 8; bowling, 2: golf, 1."’ 


Should Stay in Country. 

Miss Bowen declared that farmers moving 
to town were undesirable citizens; that 
farmers ought to stay In the country as they 
only come to town to die and oppose every 
improvement, while fm the country they can 
bufld good homes and Inspire their neighbors. 

The investigation brought ‘out the cost of 
living In the country. 

“A country family,"’ ehe said, “ spends an 
average $771 per year. Of this, $14 goes 
to the schools, §6 for roads, and $8 to the 
church. This is not a square deal for the 
church." 


Replies to Wiley. 

Oliver Wiison of Peoria. master of the na- 
tional grange, came back a: Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, who criticised the cooking of farmers’ 
wives. 

‘“In all my travels.” Wilson sald, “I have 
never found more than five poor cooks among 
farmers’ wives. I will put them against the 
world.”

BILL TO BAR SUBSCRIPTIONS 
IN TRADE FOR BRITISH VOTES. 


Indirect Influencing of Constituencies 
by Means of Donations Struck At— 
Election Law Already Strict. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—A bill has been intro- 
duced in the house of commons to prevent 
the indirect influencing of parifamentary 
constituencies by candidates and members 
of parliament by means of subscriptions to 
certain religious, charitable, public or semi- 
public institutions or enterprises. 

The bill would Include al! such payments 
in the candidate's election expenses, a return 
of which he has to make under the present 
law. Payment of subscriptions to clubs or 
societies of which @ candidate is a bona fide 
ordinary member woyld be expected, provided 
they did not exceed $200 a year, while ecn- 
tributions to any fund or organization ex- 
clusively political are expressly omitied 
from the scope of the measure. 

The law against corrupt practices at elec 
tions in the British Isies already ts strict 
and any expenditure beyond that specially 
permitted invalidates an election. There ts 
a feeling, bowever, particularly among can- 
didates, that the cost of obtaining election 
and holding a seat ie excessive and it is with 
a view of cutting this down that the present 
measure has been proposed. 


COUNTERFEIT OF “MONA LISA” 
OFFERED TO LOUVRE MUSEUM. 


Picture Painted on Old Wooden Panel 
Bears Remarkable Resemblance te 
Leonardo da Vinci’s Masterpiece. 


PARIS, Aug. &—The director of the Louvre 
museum, EB. Pujalet, denied today that the fa- 
mous picture “ Mone Lisa,” the masterpiece 
of Leonardo da Vincl, which disappeared 
myteriously from the museum last August, 
bad been recovered. 

A stranger called last Thureday at the 
British embassy in Paris with @ picture whivh 
he declared he had been charged by @ person 
in London to restore to the Louvre by means 
of the British ambassador. The ambassador 
communitated with the French minister of 
the interior, who sent experts to examine it.

Germans Resent Insurance of 
Zeppelin Craft by Lloyds. 


BLAME ON HOME COMPANIES, 


Press Censures Their Refusal to Issue 
Policy on Dirigibles. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

BERLIN. Aug. 3.—A sensation has been 
caused by the disclosure that Germany's fleet 
of Zeppelin al:ships ts insured by a British 
company. The fact came out when Lioyds 
refused to pay the insurance on the airship 
wrecked recently at Dusseldorf on the ground 
that the accident. did not.come within the 
clauses of the insurance policy. 

The press then attacked the Zeppelin com- 
pany for insuring in England, and was some- 
what dumfounded by the somewhat prompt 
reply that the German insurance companies 
had refused te take risks on Zeppel.n air- 
ships. 


Press Renews Its Protect. 

Ie in now known that before the Lieyds 
consented te the insurance, they demanded 
certain information ae to the construction 
arrangements of the airships which were 
supposed to be secret. 

The press now attacks the German com- 
panies and appeals to the publie to protect 
the secrecy and success of Germany's aerial 
oraft, urging that they be insured if neo- 
esrary through public subscription. 


New Zeppelin Craft Ready. 

HAMBURG. Aug. 8—The lates Zeppelia 
airship constructed to carry passengers ar- 
rived here from Friedrichshafen en Lake 
Conetance at midnight, after a trip of almost 
30 miles.

Atrocities Against Home Rule 
Workmen at Belfast Shock 
Great Britain. 


TORY ORGANS THE CAUSE. 


Whole Forces of Crown to Be Ar- 
rayed Against Orangemen if 
They Continue Course. 


[SY CABLS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDUN, Aug. 8.—The Ulster peopie seem 
to have gone too far and piaved Bonar Law 
an@ the Unionist leaders generally in the 
ridicuious position of condemn.ng bloodshed 
in Beifast while trying to keep up the shout- 
ing about armed resistance and home rule. 

The whole subject was thrashed out in the 
house of commons Wednesday night in a 

bate in which the Unionists were decid- 

y worsted. The situation was cleverly 
summed up by Ramsay MacDonaid at the 
close, when he said: . 

“ Here is Bonar Law proclaiming that 
Ulster wil) be justified in Aghting, but pend- 
ing the rebellion the government must quell 
disorder in Ulster, even by means of soidiers 
if need be.” 

This reductio ad absurdum doesn't silence 
the Tory press, but has obliged them todo 
some lively sidestepp.ing in the last couple 
of days. The situation is made al) the worse 
for the Unionists because they have been 
denouncing Asquith and his aids for their 
failure to put down the dock strike and riot- 
ing in London by military force. 


Work of Desperate Men. 

It ig unden.abie that however serious and 
lamentabie in their sequences the dock strike 
riots may be, they are spasmodic exhibitions 
of the fury of defeated and desperate men 
without plan or purpose and are in the main 
deprecated by labor leaders. 

On the other hand the attacks on the home 
rule workmen, boih Protesiant and Catholic, 
in the Belfast shipyards d.spiay painful signs 
of deiiberation and organization. They are 


not provoked by any act on the part of the 
home rule element, so they appear ar the 
direct products of the reckless doctrines of 
vielence and disorder preached by Unionist 
leaders. 

ln point of atrocity their outrages have sel- 
dom been equaled in this country. In one 
case cited in the House of Commons a group 
of Orangemen actually held a home rule 
workman—he had been divested of his cloth- 
ing—above a biazing furnace until a group 
of more sensible workmen armed with sledge 
bammers rescued him. 


Save Lives by Swimming. 

One group of home rulers who were on a 
vesse! were found by @ mob that was ciamor- 
ing for their lives, and had to jump into the 
water and swim away to save themse! ves. 

Another man was plunged into a barrel of 
tar and was saved from an unspeakable fate 
only after a desperate fight. 

These acts and many others of a similar 
sort were cited by the speakers, not from the 
newspapers of their party, but from Tory or- 
gans. 

The debate arose over a speech on July 27 
at the Duke of Mariborough’'s Unionist rally. 
in which the leader of the British Conserva- 
tive party unblushingly proclaimed the doc- 
trines of armed resistance to ihe operaiion 
of an act of parilament. Mr. Devlin, home 
ruler, goaded him into a repetition of the 
Geclaration on the floor of the house and ‘hen 
to adding that he would resign the leadership 
of the Conservatives if he did not believe 
that the members behind him believed and 
agreed with him. 

Coupled with Irrefragable proofs of wan- 
ton violence and cruelty in Belfast, these 
Bonar Law- outbreaks have unquestionably 
injured the cause of Unionism beyond repair. 
Whatever wevering there was in the pros- 
pect of home rule weeks ago, it now seems a 
foregone conclusion that the bill will tri- 
umphently pass the commons at the earliest 
moment.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 3.—Thie country is 
greatiy interested in the dedication of the 
Danish-Amverican park at Rebild Hills, which 
will take place next Monday.

Outburst of Orangemen in 
Belfast Excites Opinion 
. in England. 


BAIT FOR BONAR LAW. 


Asquith Delivers What Is Called 
His Greatest Speech on 
Ulster Riots.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—This has been a great 
week, especially for home rule. The brutal 
outburst of Orange bigotry at Belfast, in- 
volving the maiming of nearly 100 men and 
some women and the reduction to starvation 
from want of work of 2,000, at last so excited 
opinion in England as well as ireland that 
orangemen In the house of commons began 
to perceive the irreparable injury to their 
cause. 

Fortunately Bonar Law, who remains & 
narrow Ulster Orangeman through his Or- 
ange father, though born In Canada, made 
@ speech on Saturday of last week which re- 
peated previous incitements of civil war ia 
Lister, and Carson spoke even mere vioient- 
ly, and these harangues, coming in the midst 
oi the ferocious ouiburst of bigotry in Bel- 
fast, fixed the redponsibility on Tory leaders 
for this bloodshed. 

Orange Difficulty Increased. 

The Urange difficuly was increased by 
the fact that workmen assaulted were Prot- 
estants | 
| Léberal opinions, as well as Catholic, were 
| tha¢ many of these were Englishmen and 
had to leave Belfast to seek work and 
safety in England. and that English trades 
unions had to subscribe out of their funds 
depleted by the recent labor unrest te keep 
these men alive. 

Joseph Deviin found the situation splen- 
didly prepared. When he rose on Wednes- 
day to bring the Belfast horrors before the 
heuse of commons everybody shuddered as 
Deviin recited tale after tale of hideous bru- 
telity, including one attempt to burn 6 man 
alive. The most remarkable effect, however, 
wes the subdued air of the Tories, including 
those who had incited such bloodshed, for 
every one condemned the acts of the Orange 
rowdies and even approved Birrell’s flooding 
Belfast with soldiers and police te nut down 
such atrocities by force. 


Singular Spectacle Presented. 
Thus the singuiar spectacie was presented 
ef Orangemen one day inciting dupes te riot 
and the next day approving tneir being shot 
down, if necessary, by buliets of soliders and 


Just as the debate was closing a remark~- 
able incident took place. 

Redmond challenged Bonar Law to answer 
for his words the previous week. Bonar Law 
was foolish enough to rise to the bait and he 
repeated his outrageous appeals for civil 
war of the previous week. This inp turn pre- 
voked the Liberals in return. 

Asquith, who was absent from the house, 
Was sent for hurriedly; he entered leisurely 
after Law had spoken for severa) minutes, 
and then rising delivered an imprompte 
speech of such powerful invective that the 
Liberals and Irish cheered themselves hoarse, 
All the critics described the speech ag the 
greatest in Asquith's life. 


Condemnation Is Severe. 

Ramsey MacDonald‘ speaking for the 
Labor party. expressed an equally severe 
condemnation of the Orange outrages and 
brought out the facts as to the relief of the 
expelled Englishmen by the English sag 
unions. 

The univereal impression is that this pre- 
mature outburst of Orange brutality givesa 
quietus to a long campaign of Orange oratory 
designed to produce bloodshed in Ulster. 
The Tories announce another campeign for 
Septémber in Ulster, in an ettempt to revive 
the dying embers of religious bigotry. 

The.weex wound up with an ail night sit- 
ting forced by the Tories to exhaust the 
Liberals, and with an attempt early on Fri- 
@ay morning to get another snep division ané 
defeat the government, 

Both attempts falled, and the week ends 
with the Liberels more full of figit than 
for weeks and the Tories more discouraged. 


Abandon Policy on Sugar. 

Another remarkable incident is the abea- 
@onment by the Libera! ministry of the Tory 
pelicy on sugar bounties, which had inflicted 
incalculable damage on all English trades 
asbociated with sugar. The Tories demand 
the prolongation of the session, with the ob- 
ject of discussing this tremendous end un- 
expected departure. The Liberals welcome 
the debate as affording opportunity of dis 
cussing the comparative merits of tariff. 

The Liverals probably will lose a Manches- 
ter seat, but as it is usually Tory it will net 
result seriously in the splendid strength of 
the Libera] position.

What was the real cause of that inexplica- 

e dalliance which preceded the crowning of 
PS William of Prussia as German emperor 
at Versaliles in 18707 

For forty-two years now this vexatious 
question has remained unanswered from 
force majeure both by the French, the Prus- 
sians, and any other belligerents engaged in 
the unforgettable war of 1870-’71. Itis by no 
means a secret that ever since the day when 
the German states south of the Mein had 
fought against the Prussians with Austria 
in 1866. the question of a sort of reconstruc- 
tion of the German empire under Prussian 
hegemony had been a fixed idea with Bis- 


marck. 

This great man possessed a strange Man- 
mer of communicating “his” ideas to his 
sovereign—namely: to speak somewhat met- 
aphorically, he drilled them into King Wil- 
liam’s head with a persevering force so ex- 
tremely dolorous that the patient mechanic- 
ally aided his torturer!in order to get rid of 
the operation as quickly as possible. 


Napoleonic Dynasty Uneasy. 

Naturally the German southern sovereign- 
ties were by no means inclined to be ab- 
gorbed by Prussia. Bismarck understood 
that much better than did poor Drouyn- -de- 
Lhuys, and his reasoning powers, usually 
sound and shrewd, it must be admitted, 
showed him so great a miracle accomplished 
only through the fiery crucible of a great war 
that would melt into one block of solid amal- 
gam all the other metals so different fiom 
that of which his own beloved Prussia was 

made. 

On the other side the Napoleonic system 
was beginning to appear less and less favor- 
able to the watching eyes of France, while 
the Napoleonic “dynasty” felt ill at ease 
decidedly. in spite -of the loudly invoked 
years and years of prosperity that the “‘ coup 
-@’état ” was supposed to have brought about. 

‘In France,’’ Bismarck wrote at that time, 
“they are searching for a war, preferably 
with us Prussians, but only if it does not in- 
elude al] Germany.” 

Of course this did not suit him in the least, 
considering: his own plans on the subject. 
For well: was he aware that Wtirtembers. 
Baden, Hesse, Swabia, and especially Ba- 
yaria, among the rest, would at no price ad- 
here to his wishes. 


Protest by Minor Rulers. 

Kine Louis of Bavaria had gone so'far as 
to declere his intention of abdicating, sooner 
then accept the complete dominion of Prus- 
sia: the King of Wirtemberg held nearly 
the same views, and inter-German politics 
were reaching an excessive degree of fer- 
mentation, when all of a sudden the candi- 
dature of Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern ty 
the throne of Spain was thrown much asa 
defiance in the face of Europe. 

Metternich, Beust, Bray, Grammont, Var- 
niibler, Hohenlohe, ChAteaurenaud, Bis- 
marck, Ollivier. and the remainder of that 
cloud of statesmen, ministers, and ambasse- 
dors from and to the interested countries 
secmed for a moment to be tossed upward 
pelimell in a cloud of brandished fists and 
brawling,” open mouthed heads, and then 
there was silence. A silence, however; ful! 
of swift undercurrents and whispered squab- 
bles, it is true, but In whose subturmoil even 
Francis Joseph of Austria joined with those 
murmured words: 

“If Napoleon entered southern Germany 
with his armies, not as an enemy but as a 
‘liberator,’ I personally must acknowledge 
that I would make common cause with him, 
but——’’ In the unpronounced end of that 
sentence lay the defeat of France as it hap- 
pened hater on. 


War on Prussia Declared. 

But what of all that now. since upon the 
very morrow of the events at Ems Prussia 
and ali Germany began to march, not in 
unison but still with a rapidity and “ élan ” 
towerd the Rhine that soon proved to be 
an irresistible torrent—not the Rhine but 
the human flood. 

Urged by his counselors, and especially 
by’ Eugénie—who for -he nonce trebled her 
Spanish and. if you please, her “ royalist ’’ 
armor—Napoleon, through M Emile Ollivier, 
deciared war against Prussia from the trib- 
une on July 16, and the insufferable cry of 
“A Berlin! A Berlin!’ instently rolled, like 
. the call of some cracked drum, through the 
Streets of Par'is. 

After this, nevertheless, the King of Be- 
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patiently by Rouher, and 
“cealed "’ by him also, were just the one iever 
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“The war itself, with ney aenieéies and ite 
five to one battles, its ghastly incidents, and 
the proved inefficiency of Napoleon and most 
of Napoleon's generals, did not succeed in 
vanquishing the resistance of the various 
German . sovereigns fighting . shoulder to 
shoulder with the King of Prussia and his 
superbly ornamental son, Frederick. 


No Decrease of Animosity. 

Blood, shed in common, victory after vic- 
tory won together, did not diminish their 
fierce animosity against Prussia, and Bava- 
ria, still leading the refusal to unite them- 
selves once and for all with Prussia beneath 
an imperial crown worn by King William 
and his descendants after him, was as firm 
as it ever had been. 

In exactly the same state of mind they in- 
stalled themselves at Versailles, minus King 
Louis of Bavaria, and King Charles of Wur- 
temberg, who declined flatly to go there. 
The fall of Napoleon, the traitorous rendition 
of Metz, the unbelievably valiant defense con- 
tinued by France ‘under now utterly cruel 
circumstances, nothing availed; the King of 
Prussia was still King of Pruesia, a regular 
ci-devant—in his way. 

He was worn out and disgusted, this really 
kind old man, of the war and of the con- 
tinual negotiations which once more were 
mingling envoys, ministers, ambassadors 
ordinary and extraordinary in an amazing 
confusion, and he wished to throw up the 
sponge—or rather the shining new imperial 
crown—in order to return with his triumphant 
army “a Berlin’ and-near his dear com- 
panion, Queen Augusta, who had throughout 
the wild conflict been a hot sympathizer of 
France. 


Suddenly the End Comes. 

Then all at once, without any warning, the 
end came! Why? What for? Nobody 
seemed to knowthat. And since then? Well, 
since then no printed page of memoirs cr 
even of history has ever been in a position to 
tell. 

Bismarck knew, but he knew also how to 
keep inviolate the Prusssian secret archives 
=—this holy of holies—the family’s. 

They were placed in the cellar of a chatea" 
near Brunoy. They were in deal boxes. 
Their discovery was due to the fatt that 
while a party was at the chf:eau It was nec- 
essary to provide fuel. None could be found 
until some one discovered the boxes. Two 
were thrown on the fire. Soon the fact that 
they con:ained papers was discovered. They 
were rescued and sent to Versailles. The 
chateau was called Cercay and was owned by 
Rouher. 

Bismarck locked himself tn with those 
mysterious boxes and for many hours he re- 
mained, as our ancestors of the patch and 
powder epoch politely expressed It, * sealed ”’ 
at home. 

What a smiling, rubicund, shining face 
came finally ,out of that m could never 
adequately He described by eyewitnesses, 
worse luck! ' Was this the “iron man” ? 
No, everybody refused to believe it, of course. 
How could they have known why 80 amaz- 
ing a transformation had taken place? 


Just the Lever Needed. 
These miserable, ultra-private, and won- 
derfully well selected archives, gathered so 
80 sapiently ** con- 


that Bismarck could make use of. Indeed, 
they contained—what they did not contain 
was nil with reference to the perfect unity 
of Germany, de jure if not de facto—well, they 
contained the whole correspondence and doc- 
umentary evidence of all the machinations 
set afoot by the various diplomats, special 
envoys, and others etill greater and more 
powerful among the enemies of Bismarck, 
Prussia, and the idea of a new German em- 
pire. 

Even from its embryo, partly ‘thanks to 
Rouher himself, who had pefsonally collect- 
ed—how, he alone knew—the multitudinous 
correspondence that hed paseed to and fro 


between Whirtemberg and Bavaria and all | 


the other sulky states, the revelations were 
complete, including as they did Metternich’s 
letters, Benedetti’s, amd those of many in- 
criminating personages. 


Makes the King Emperor, 

Bismarck’s savage joy must have been 
Srandiose—no other word can fit here, for 
had it been simply the letters from the repre- 
sentatives of Baden, Hesse, Bavaria and 
Wiirtemberg, and the proofs of their shil! y- 
Shallying, to call it by a favorable name, and 
of their intermittent disloyalty to their sov- 
ereigns, it would have been enough to attain 
his cherished aim. 

Recal'ed loucly by these very sovereigns, 
and on the point of leaving Versailles, these 
unlucky gentlemen saw their roads barred 
by Bismarck’s most unpolished and broadest 
sneer! 

Immediately, almost, the protocol relat- 
ing to the formation of the German confeder- 
ation was signed in accord with Bismarck’'s 
none too tender conditions and that night, 
raising a glass of champagne [of the finest 
French vintage] tc bie Mps with vigorous 
“Hoch!” this eminently successful person 
turned his big round eyes to the Royal raft- 
ers of Versailles. 

Germany was united. The King was Em- 
peror! Another * Hoch!” followed the first, 
but it was cried in silence, deep down in*the 
innermost inner of the Iron Man, for whatof

Fitting pensions 
have been granted all those of the royal 
family who have a right to them, and their 
personal ownings will not be taken away. 
‘It is difficult for the foreigner to under- 
stand that a nation of so many millions could 
be united and of one thought. But China 
is different from the rest of the world. Con- 
fucianism is the code of all her people, the 
ethica) code and the moral code. They think 
along the same lines im all the provinces, 
and a quiet life is what all are looking for. 


Jump at New China Plan. 

“Only the leaders throughout the country 
thought of-a change tn government, and 
when the mestage went from mouth to ear 
that in order to save China we must change 
her form of ‘government and put strong 
thinking men at the head of affairs the 
monarchy was doomed. 

“ And 350,000.000 people changed from em- 
vire to republic with the loss of less men 
and property ‘than are expended in single 
battles in the Western world. 

‘Peace is everyhere in China today; and 
without foreign interference peace wil! reign 
undnterrupted. We appeal as men. a8 G&G 
nation. to the men and nations of the world 
to give us without tampering that rigb* 
which is the tight of every householder—te 
keep his own premises in order. 

“It is not generally known, even among 
our people tn the coast provinces, that in the 
western part of the republic there are vast 
areas of land that are not only uncultivated 
and unoccupiéd, but are actually ownerless 


Prepare Land for People. 

“These lanée are now being occupied by 
government agents and as soon as possible 
will be surveyed and mapped and given over 
on rental or purchase to those with families 
who apply. 

“T have no exact information at hand as 
to the extent of these immense tracts (they 
are located Im six different provinces), but 
an estimate made by Dr. Sing makes them 
over 160,000,000 acres. Taxes have not been 
collected on these lands at any time, so far 
as the records show. and the cabinet on 
April 11 declured them as belonging to the 
government. -I do not presume that every 
acre is tillable, but if one-quarter is then 
there is room for at least 20,000,000 people 
upon them. ; 

‘When some of the more tmmediate 
needs of the people are attended to we shall 
endeavor to move large numbers of the peo- 
ple from the poorer districts of Pechili and 
Shantung and from the crowded cities to 
this newer tefritory, and believe In that Way 
to relieve much of the'distress. Our people 
are naturally agricultural anc pastoral, and 
as they are industrious and painstaking a 
small piece of good land, sometimes less 
than one acre, will support one person. 


New China Wants to Grow. 

“No. the government will not object to 
the opening of mines and the building of rail- 
roads. That/is a part of the old China. The 
new China Wants railroads and other roads, 
better canals, and improved harbors. We 
do not want ithe latter because we want our 
people ‘4% gO to other countries. No. We 


‘@ place only of river life. Now see what a 
wonderfully growing ) place it is! 

* Already foreign financial houses see that 
the republic in its own governmental hands 
has land and mining values to a tremendous 
figure, and are willing to make leans with- 
out holding the custome houses or tax offices 
az security. -Agents ot the leading national 
bank in Europe are in Penking now, await- 
ing our reply to an offer to loan great syms 
on the Sze-sens iron hills. These were pro- 
nounced by French experts in 1006. the 
heaviest iron lands in the world. 

“The government, however, is moving 
cautiously in the matter of finances. We 
realize that a weak nation in debt is a pauper 
-who must sooner or later go to the poor- 
house or the graveyard. 

“ There are friendiy powers, such as the 
United States, for Instance, which would 
mafie Snancial advances to us and give us 
time,.to pay; but if we do not have to borrow 
in this way we will be better off—for debts 
must be paid sometime, and often the in- 
terest is a galling burden. 

“ New China wishes to stand alone. It is 
capable of it, and will stand well if no pit- 
falls or snares are made for its feet. 


Leans Toward Christianity. 


“T am esked how I look upan Christianity. 
Although I am not a Christian in name, lam 
trying to follow its great and noble doctrines 
in practice. Around me are many men who 
lean toward Ciuristianity, and some of them 
would today come out openly If they were not 
fearful they would offend and make sus- 
picious a large number of people. 

* Christian bishops and priests have been 
coming into China for more than 100 years, 
and they have wrought much good. But 
nime-tenths, yes, ninety-nine  one-hun- 
dredths of éur’ people have as yet no idea 
what Christianity is or means. It will take 
time to teach them. The government's place 
is not to teach them, but it will not hinder 
their being taught. Instead. it will encourage 
the missionaries and protect them. 

“The missionaries have made many mis- 
takes, but their greatest have been the con- 
stant appeals to the representatives of their 
country in Peking when any kind of danger 
threatened. 

**If they will now appeal to the republic, 
and only the republic, they will prevent many 
misunderstandings. I personally, while head 
of the Chinese nation. will guarantee them 
the protection which every foreigner has a 
right to expect. I cannot guarantee complete 
freedom from annoyances or from petty 
wrongs inflicted, but I can promise tha: of- 
fenders will be punished if reports are made 
to the proper authorities at the time of occur- 
rence. 


Hove to Be Modern. 


“T favor Christianity and western prog- 
ress, but I hope neither will be forced upon 
us. We are not en entirely unenlightened 
nation and we believe we have somie rights 
which the world at large should respect. 

“ We are not modern, though we hope to 
be. But modernism can no more come to 
a people in a day than education to a man 
in an hour at school, Nations, to be good 
teachers, should be as the efficient school- 
master, patient, kindly, not too free with the 
rod, and, above all, ready to show good ex- 
ample 

* Again, 
work slowly.

“ The nation appealed for outside aid in 
its suppression and the world knows what aid 
was rendered!

“ But they can be taught, and Dr. pun Yat 
Sen has consented to take as his task the 
teaching of a high clases of professors and 
speakers the fundamentals of political econ- 
omy as known in the United States, and the 
duties of a citizen.

** One of the chief tasks before these clasees 
will be teaching to the people the idea 
of smaller families. Confuctus did not teach 
that a great mumber of children were de- 
sirable, but that we should love and cherish 
the memory of our ancestors. 

“Through the centuries this dictum has 
undergone such changes in the minds of the 
ignorant that it has come to mean: ‘If you 
are not the father of many cbildren there 
will be few on earth to cherish your memory 
and keep your grave.’ 


Will Curb Needless Births. 

“Tt ig a ruinous doctrine and has been the 
cause of millions of needless births and mil- 
lions of unavoidable infant deaths. We 
hope to change the ideas of the people on this 
vital matter within a few years. 

“ Quite as important—more important by 
far to the present generation of my people— 
is the complete extermination of opium and 
the oplum habit. China has been dying from 
this curse for more than half a century, fifty- 
nine years ago, to be exact. Her people, over- 
come by. this vile drug, have been half asleep 
and have not known they and their country 
were dying.” 

Then, as it wae midnight, and his cabinet 
was awaiting him in the council hall, he 
rose from his chair, gave a good night greet- 
ing, and quickly withdrew.

-If one wishes concrete proof one has only 
to observe the productions being made by 
astute managers. It is doubtful if a more 


elaborate and sumptuous musical offering 
than “‘ The Charity Girl” ever was made 
here. Its six scenes and its wealth of cos- 
tuming represent an investment which no 
producer could be induced to make unless he 
expected to find the theater goers ready to 
give him some return. Charlies Dillingham 
will make a big production, with Montgomery 
and Stone, Elsie Janis, and Joseph Cawthorn 
as the leading players, and incidentally he 
will place upon hig books a weekly pay roll 
the proportions of whith were never 
dreamed of fifteen years ago. 

You can go down the list of the prominent 
managers and producers, and every one of 
them is laying in his stock with the idea in 
mind that this year’s customers will be 
cheerfully iriclined and that “there will be 
many of them. 

Conditions have changed so markedly with- 
In the last few yeare that rules which ob- 
tained formerly are obeolete now Time 
was when productions which played New 
York and Chicago would be sent out into 
smaller towns. Today such casts and pro- 
@uctions are demanded by our metropolitan 
audiences that it would be simply financial 
suicide to take them away from the three 
or four of our most populoue centers and at- 
tempt to pay the enormous added expenses 
imeurred on the road.

It is undoubtedly true that ‘we have too 
many theaters, the erection of most of 
the later addit s been the work of 
people outside of the theatrical business. 
Producers have given up trying to supply 
bookings for this vast influx into the lists of 
legitimate .ouses, and have given their ef- 
forts and their money fo fewer and larger 
productions. 

As manager of a inaiatiaaie of stars whom 
William F. Conner has brought to America, 
it has been my good fortune to play, at least 
once or twice, practically every town of any 
size in the United States and Canada. Hav- 
ing been with Duse and Bernhardt I was 
able, naturally, to see these centers under 
the most favorable conditions and enjoying 
the limit of patronage. I can say sincerely 
that in no town nor city are the theatergoers 
more considerate or more intelligent than 
here in Chicago, and I believe that the num- 
ber of resident, steady patrons of theaters 
is far greater here than in New York, where 
the transient is catered to much more 
earnestly than anywhere else in the world. 

The transportation problem in Chicago,

The tiled roof, of @&etintly Italiam 
inspiration, extends and forms well propor- 
tioned eaves which shelter a tinted band of 
fruit carved in wood or plaster just where 
the eaves touch the walls. The main body of

Under @ plan worked out by Mr. Curtiss, director 
of the Fine Arts buliding, with the directors of the 
Chicago Theater society, Music Hall is to be com- 
pletely remodéied to meet the requirements of stage 
productions of the Winthrop Ames type, and when 
completed the Fine Arts theater promises to be an 
extremely attractive and desirable meeting place 
for that portion of society int ted in the “‘ In- 
timate drama.”’ It is even hoped that some of our 
more ambitious amateurs may be induced to por- 
form there. 

The stage is to be doubled in size, the seating

As far as the Chicago Theater society is con- 
cerned, {it will have first call on the use of the Fine 
Arts "theater for such attractions as it cares to 
indorse, and the interim will be filled up with high 
class musical event. 

It is intimated that we shall have some delightful 
de luxe performances of operas, of the ‘‘ Secrets of 
Suzanne’ type, with small orchestra. It 
thus be seen that the.fociety is in a position to 
perpetuate ite work at a comparatively small ex- 
pense, and under highly favorable conditions. 
Later the society may attempt to organize a rep- 
ertoire company of its own, but for the present at 
least it will be content with trying to induce such 
attractions as Winthrop Ames’ companies, ‘The 
Irish Players, and others of similar character, to 
come to us under most favorable auspices.

But the scope is so large that there is still 
puch more to do than what has already been 
gecoMPlished. It is not necessary that one 
@ub shal! aim to do all the work, but if every 
aud would select a part anc have its mem- 
bets work with might and main toward that 
aim much would be cone. 

Tomy way of thinking there is nothing as 
buportant just now as city hygiene. It is 
Sot enouch that Chicago be kept fair.y ciean. 
We should aim to make it one of the clean- 
@t cities in. the world. It is not enough 
to have papers and discussions on this sub- 
fect, but we should devise means for keep- 
ing the sic ewalkes 
Siow throughout t) 

Our back streets and alleys must be kept 
as clean as our downtown streets and boule- 
vatis, No empty lot should be usec as a 

cumping ground for ashes and waste. Ifour 
Metns for cetting rid of waste is insuffi- 
cient We should work out new devises for 
Setting rid of all the refuse instead of only 
& part of it. 

The pure food laws have done an important 
Work in insisting that no adultered food 
Shall be sold, but this is only a part of a 
latger work. Besides having pure food it 
‘® our business to see that the food sold 
fa our butcher shops and groceries be kept 
Clean. The different clubs should appoint 
CmmMittees to investigate certain districts. 
@hey should visit the markets and grocery 
Shops of the district and see that the dry 
Qn green griceries are kept clean and that 
the meats are kept «:.vered and in sufficiently 
@rcl places 

Where such conditions are riot up to stand- 
@r@, club women should make suggestions 
for making them so. Within the next few 
Months they should again visit the sams 
Places to see what improvements have beer 
Made. This work is as beneficial to the 
Grocers an¢ butchers as to the public.

It is these questions, that are especially 
important to women and children that our 
women's clubs must consider.

and factories, and see if dangerous emplo)- 
ments are being mace as safe as science anil 
the right kind of precaution can make them. 
lf the work is too great fora few clubs, com- 
mittees chosen from all the different clubs 
should make the investigation and report. 

It is also necessary that women and chil- 
dren shall be protected in the crowded shop- 
ping districts, and there an” investigation 
should be made to see if the police of Chicago 
are helping the heavy “traffic to make It as 
safe as possible, and giving the necessary 
signals to protect life from the dangers of 
engines, surface cars and automobDiles. 

If we combat this sort of danger we shall 
accomplish much, but this is only a part of 
the dangers that lurk in every large city.

NEWSPAPERS AND THE NEWS. 

At the national newspaper conference at 
Madison, speaking apon the subject of the 
partiality of news reporting, s former 
editor of the Daily Socialist declared that 
society would never get impartial service 
from news agencies until classes have dis- 
appeared, and in the meantime the Social- 
ist press comes nearer furnishing impartial! 
and truthful news reports than any other 
press. 

Both assertions are amusing. Class is 
an obsession with the Socialist doctrinaire, 
but the idea that the emotions and preju- 
dices which class unquestionably creates are 
the only serious defects in the glass we now 
see through darkly is as naive a piece of 


| bigotry as one often encounters. 


Less ingenuous though perhaps natural: 
ly prejudiced is the assertion that the So- 
clalist press now more nearly approximates 
fair report than the “ capitalist” press. If 
there is inflamed partiality anywhere in 
American, journalism it is in the Socialis. 
press. The yellow journal at its yellowest 
never surpassed the wild,yarns that fre- 
quently appear with al] the positiveness 
of verified fact, and the general spirit of 
bitter partisanship that the Socialist press 
shows in comment is itself evidence enough 
to any fairly open mind that its observa- 
tion of facts cannot be clear, to say nothing 
of its report fair. 

No honest newspaper man will deny that 
inaccuracy, inadequacy, and bias are all tu 
be found in the press. He will admit that 
the personal interests, the class prejudices, 
the selfish hopes, fears, ambitions of own- 
ers, of editors, of reporters, of all the human 
beings who make up that wonderful com- 
plex, the modern newspaper, result in par- 
tiality of report. It never will be, it never 
can be otherwise while men &re human. 

No man is able to report the truth, po 
matter how deeply he may desire to do it. 
Any psychologist will prove that. This 
physical and psychical fact the critics of 
newspapers, who are all their readers, are 
apt’ to forget. Carelessness is human as 
well as selfish bias, and even more plentifv], ; 
and what is usually suspected of being a 
sinister intention is usually the result ot 
the inevitable defects of man’s power to 
observe and to state. 

The American newspaper is more im- 
partial, less partisan, more fair, and more 
efficient than ever. The tendency toward 
making it an institution instead of a per- 
sonality is one which makes for steadiness, 
continuity, and responsibility. The tenden- 
cy to make it a business proposition, while it 
has its discount, is not, as is superficially 
supposed, a tendency tomakeitvenal. And 
the reason for that is simple and familiar. 
Honesty is the best policy. The newspaper 
that is unfaithful to the public interests, the 
interests of its readers as a whole, shrivels. 
A survey of American journalism today 
proves that. The newspaper is a private 
institution so far as its ownership is con- 
cerned, and only so far. In all other re- 
spects it is a public institution, and there- 
fore its private profit can never be con- 
trary to its public duty. Papers endowed 
against the public interest lose their value 
for those who invest in them, because the 
public deserts them. There is only one 
why to make a successful and therefore an 
influential paper. and that is to make it. do 
lta duty. 


PERSONAL HONOR AND POLITICS 

We do not wish to be construed as unap- 
preciative of the beauties of the southern 
code of personal honor, but it is impossible 
to refrain from remarking that if two candi- 
dates for alderman in the Fifth ward of 
Chicago met but a single night in joint de- 
bate and used such language toward each 
other as is employed by the Hon. Cole 
Blease, governor of South Carolina, and the 
Hon. Jones, bis opponent in the state cam- 
paign, the shooting would begin on the sec- 
ond word, 

We do not mention this with pride. If 
there is anything creditable in the northery 
disposition in the matter, it is that the joint 
debate between political antagoniste, if they 
be not willing to submit to every rule which 
governs the conduct of gentlemen, is re- 
garded as impossible. 

Two candidates for the city council in the 
Fifth ward or any other ward in Chicago 
would not meet each other on the same plat- 
form and address the same audience unless 
they knew that they could keep from using 
fighting words. ° 

Mr. Blease is in luck. If he had joined in 
this sort of debate with an unchivalrous 
northerner the coroner and the undertakers 
would have been busy before the first speech 
was completed. We do not wish to shatter 
any notions of southern chivalry, but the 
fact is that Mr. Blease and Mr. Jones had 
been at this sort of thing for about four 
weeks before a sheriff had to step in and say 
that if there were to be any shooting he 
would begin it. 

Allowing for the circumstance that Mr. 
Jones regards Mr. Blease as beneath con- 
tempt, it remains undeniable that a great 
deal. of langyage seems to be tolerated in 
the south wich would not be endured ten 
minutes in the north.

The expression electoral college appeare' 
first in the act of 1845, the statute which 
made the first Tugsday after the first Mon- 
day of November the presidential electors’ 
election day. ‘The act provided that “each 
state may by law provide for the filling of 
any vacancies which may occur in its college

its electoral vote,”

QUEBEC’S ‘MARRIAGE LAWS, 

One of Canada’s delicate and dangerous 
politieal questions has been at least hushed 
by the judicial committee of the Britieh 
privy council, which decides that the pro- 
vincial law of Quebec, incorporating church 
law on the subject of marriages, is not sub- 
ject to repeal by the Dominion parliament. 

When politics involves religion and mar- 
riage it isin deep waters, and several as- 
pects of Canadian affairs seemed more dan- 
gerous than any points in controversy in the 
United States. The “* Ne Teniere ” decree, 
in which the Catholic church denies validity 
to the marriage of a member unless the cere- 
mony be performed in accordance with the 
law of the church, became also the civil law 
of the province. A marriage which other 
provinces of Canada might recognize as 
valid would have no validity in the province 
of Quebec. 

The question which threatened to provoke 
great bitterness was instantly subject to 
misconstruction. Opponents of the chureli 
were inflamed by what they interpreted as 
an attempton the part of the vatican to over- 
ride Dominion law. It was an invasion, it 
was asserted, by ecclesiastical law into the 
well defined field of civil law. The right of 
the state to determine what constituted lega! 
marriage was challenged, it was urged. 

On the other Hand, Quebec merely stood 
on its provincial rights. Its authority t» 
leBislate for its’ inhabitants is guaranteed 
by the articlesof federation. Its opponents 
were mistaken ‘in attacking the “ Ne Te- 
mere’ decree as an ecclesiastical law. - It 
was the law of Quebec. It was not ecclesi- 
astical law’ ver$us Dominion law, but pro- 
vincial law versus Dominion law, and the 
authority of the former was guaranteed. 

When the bill proposed by the Dominion 
parliament to provide that no marriage per- 


» formed by any person competent to perform 


a matriage cerémony should be invalidated 
in any province came before the privy coun- 
cil, the lord ciancellor merely upheld the 
guaranteed rights of Quebec.

QR a long time peuple scoffed at hay 
P fever; aaid the sufferers were hyster- 
ics, peurasthenics, and faddists; that 
evéersboily had summer colds; that the 
poor man ealled his sickness a cold an«d 
staid at home; while the rich man called his 
hay fever and took a long vacation. There 
are still people who scoff, but they are not so 

aggressive as they were. - 

Medical science has got far enough to 
clear the hay fever sufferers of the charge 
of bad faith, without, however, having got 
far enough to .cure or prevent the disease 
with any degree of certainty. The science 
has worked out the basi¢, pathologic princi- 
ple of the dimease, has found a way to help 
some cases, but for the great majority it 
cannot do much more than tell them when 
to run and where to run to. 

~~ 

For a long time it has been known that 
certain persons were capable of being vio- 
lently poisoned by substances which were 
not in the least poisonous to the genera! rup 
of people. For instance, while hay fever ap- 
pears at any time of the year, two usual 
varieties are recognized—the spring and the 
fall. The kind that comes in the spring is 
attributed to the pollen of different kinds of 
grasses, hays, and sedges. 

In addition a man having an idiosyncrasy 
toward horses would sneeze violently when- 
ever he came near one. Another would eat 
a salad containing some lobster, and within 
a few hours would be badly broken out. 

A certain physician took anti-plague 
serum when he was working. at the suppres- 
sion of plague in California. For ten years 
thereafter, and perhaps even yet, he broke 
out in. great wheals whenever he got into 
cold water. ™ 


~~ 
A term used to designate @, kigirrsiod 
was idiosyncrasy. Some of these idiosyn- 
crasies were scientifically studied with the 
result that a good deal was learned about a 
subgroup that was called anaphylaxis, or the 
condition opposite to prophylaxis. 

The idea of the scientist naming the con- 
dition was that, prophylaxis haying to do 
with protection against a poison, anapby- 
laxis would be a proper term to use when, 
on the other hand, the body became exquis- 
itely sensitive to a poison, 

The proof that hay fever is an anaphylaxis 
is not convincing. Nevertheless it seems 
plausible that, in hay fever, the susceptibles 
are poisoned by vegetable irritants-—pollens 
that are bland enough vot to affeet the gen- 
eral run of people. 

- —~-- 

A pereon suffering from hay fever has the 
usual symptoms of a bad cold, plus some 
spasmodic symptoms. His illness has a 
greater tendency to hang on. An ordinary 
cold passes in two or three days through the 
dry stage, then the watery-eye, watery-nose 
stage, and later, into the stage of muce- 
purulent discharge. 

The hay fever subject weeps for weeks. 
An ordinary cold is prone to develop into 
poeumonia or rheumatism or something else 
serious. ay fever seems to watisfy its 
ghoulish giee in just being hay fever. The 
disease differs in so many particulars from 
an ordinary cold that almost anybody can 
make the diagnosis. 

Elsewhere we have drawn the distinction 
between diseases whose harm is measured 
by the number killed and others by non- 
fatal illness caused. A good illustration of 
the latter group is malaria, with us a disease 
not important as a killer of men, but impor- 
tant as a destroyerof human efficiency. 
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It ia by the same yardstick that hay fever 
is to be measured. It does not kill, but for 
many men it shortens the working year 
from twelve months to ten. 

In addition, indulgence in hay fever draws 
on the storehouse of vitality. Every experi- 
ence that wears abd tears draws from the 
bank gome of the capital stock with which 
life began, or from life's savings account. or 
both. — 

Whenever a physician comes in contact 
with a hay fever patient he must start his 
consideration of the case by thinking of the 
patient himself; then he considers the pa- 
tients nose, and, last of all, he takes dust, 
pollen, and plant life into consideration. 

yenerally speaking, hay fever subjects 
ere neurotics and neurasthenics. This 
means that they are generally susceptible 
to irritants, they may be upset by vari- 
ous things which glide from the calmer man 
like water from a duck’s back. 
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When it comes to treating hay fever the 
physician must pay a little more attention 
to the way the patient looks at things—the 
psychology of the situation—than with the 
usual run of men. 

Passing briefly to the second head, nasal 
spurs, enlarged turbinated bones, deviated 
septums, infected accessory sinuses, abnor 
mal conditions are of importance in mans 
cases. ™ 

Therefore, a physician consulted by a hay 
fever subject should study, first, the temper- 
amental makeup of the patient, and, next, the 
condition of the nose and the cavities leading 
from it. Sometimes he should prescribe rest 
cure, psychotherapy, tonics, iron, arsenic, 
and proper cases will be benefited thereby. 
Operations in the nose, from burning with a 
cautery anywhere, sometimes in the cavity 
(and one place to burn ig as good as another) 
to the removal of polypus, will help greatly, 
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Now let us briefly touch on washes, snuffa, 
and cures. Notany wash is better than no 
wash, and some are much worse. The nasal] 
secretion is wash enough. But if the patient 
must have something. let him use some 
placebo, something with no effect at all ex 
cept that from suggestion. 

Above everything, let him refuse to use 


‘| cocaine, morphine, and adrenalin, and every 


snuff, or wash, or cure that he does not know 


to be free from them. 


In the United States Hay Fever associa- 
tion’s leaflet for 1912 three pages are given 
over to “Sneezes and Snuffies, Joy and 
Gloom in 1911, Experiences of Members,” 
Thirty-seven experiences are told. Some 
were cured by this thing, some by 
‘that, and some by nothing. 

‘Hay fever illustrates well the folly of 
drawing contlusions from a single experi 
ence, especially a personal experience, the 
moet misleading of al] experiences. When 
there is a multitude of cures, there is no 
cure. As Osler’s Modern Medieine says: 

“Byery patient who has tried the whole’ 
series of remedies is always conwincedthat 
there is no cure for hay fever.” 
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Having considered the temperamenta) 
basis of the disease, and then the relation 
of the nose, we come to the aggravating 
cause, This disease differs from an ordinary 
cold in that the exciting cause, inatend of he- 
ing a microscopic vetetable col'ed a bariline, 
or a germ, isa microscopic part of a végeta- 
bile tha nev? nalled the pollen. A cold may be 
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caused by aly one of several bacteria. Hay 
fever may becaused by any oue of several 
pollews. . — | 
In the present status of hay fever therapy 
interest centers in\those things that relate 
to pollens. While hay fever may develop at 
any time of the year, most of the eases fall 


into the spring or the autumn 
In this country there io little spring hay 


fever. The disease of the springtime is 
caused by all kinde of grass and hay pollens, 
by the pollens of different sorts of sedge, 
‘by that 0 | lilies of the valley, of cabbage, 


spinach. 

That of the fall comes from ragweed, 
golden rod, daisies, and a few other plants. 
It is pretty well accepted that 80 per cent of 
the August cases are due to ragweed, and 
practically all the balanee to golden rod. 
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Accepting these statements as true, there 
are two things to do in the way of prophy- 
taxis. The one ie a community matter—to 
cut the weeds before pollen time. The other 
is an individual matter—to run away from 
the pollen which harms the individual case. 

In “Sneezelets,” the bulletin of the Hay 
Fever association, is the following: 

“Anti-weed ordinances are on the books 
of most municipalities, but that is about all 
that can be enid of them. Let every hay 
feverite white to the city board of health, 
calling attention to specific places where 
the sharp edge of a scythe will prevent the 
spread of pollen before the blooming period 
arrives, Enforcementgf the ordinances will 
relieve the distress of many sufferers.” 
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In this connection we must remember that 
ragweed is a plant which depends on the 
wind for fertilization of its seed by pollen. 
Such plants must “paint with a comet's tail,” 
There must be a wild extravagance of pol- 
len, ‘and no anti-weed campaign will accon- 
plish anything enless it is fairly citywide. 

When is the time to run? Research indi- 
cates that the pollen poisoning begins with 
the first dose inhaled, increases a little day 
by day, until, after a few days, the flood 
gates break loose. 

Each hay feverite knows just about the 
date when his attack is due. He gains 
nothing by running from any pollen except 
that which poisons him. The season may 
be a little backward or a little early, and 
so he may modify his departure by the state 
of vegetation. 

Havine determined to go away, the ques- 
tion is—where? The answer is to go to a 
place where the harm weed does not ex- 
ist or has already flowered. 
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Many escape by remaining at sea until 
the season has passed. Some escape by go- 
ing to sections where the ground is barren. 
Many go to Europe, where the flora is dif- 
ferent. Some go south, where the disease 
is not prevalent, and others go north. 

The proper plan, in a general way, {s to 
travel north or south, and to travel far, 
rather than to go east or west. Some writers 
claim that the disease does not exist at al] 
in the south; it is certain that it is not abun- 
dant there. In addition, the stage of vece- 
tation there in the middle of August differs 
much from that of Lilinois. 

For theee reasons it seems to me that a 
visit to the gulf coast or some of the islands 
near by shonld he as good a preventive meas- 
ure as one conld find. 

The following information, taken from 
the renort of the Hay Fever association, 
shor)? prore heloful. 
hershin is in the enst. it will he a hetter 
Raedeker for them than for the people of 
the west. 
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Solly says that on Lake Michigan hay 
fever does not extend above Ludington. 
Along the Mississippi it does not go mue¢h 
above the Chippewa river. In the south it 
does not go much below Memphis, Knox- 
ville, and Cape Henry. Beyond the Missis- 
sippi there js little, in Colorado Springs, Den- 
ver, or in the Rocky mountains. , 

If the sufferer cannot leave home there 
are some procedures that will help him, He 
should stay as closely in the house as pus- 
sib:e. Sometimes an attack may be avoided 
by remaining closely in the room, with the. 
windows down, unti) the days of greates: 
danger have passed. 

Dr. Sheppegrell advises hay fever suf. 
ferers to begin a protection treatment about 
two months before the hay fever season 
starts, and to inhale for a short time each 
day some pollen from ragweed saved from 
the preceding year. The idea on which thig 
treatment is based is-that an immunity 
gradually acquired will be estab'ehed by the 
hay fever season. 

If the theory of anaphylaxis is correct this 
treatment does not promise much, although 
the conclusion cannot be at all definite.

He served in the New 
York state legislature at a time when he was 
also undertaking, with what seemed to be 
‘ peckless courage, to build a railroad along 
the banks of the Hudson river, which was to 
connect New York and Albany. He was an 
intimate personal friend of Wilfim H. Sew- 
ard. It wae presumed that were Mr. Seward 


| nominated by the Republicans in 1860 for 


president and elected, Mr. Morgan would 
probably succeed him in the senate. 

Hig political attachments to Mr. Seward 
wes not so intense or almost fraternal as 
was that of William M. Evarts or George WiI- 
Mam Curtis or Thurlow Weed. But Gov. 
Morgan wee consistent and earnest in his 
support of the nomination of Gov. Seward 
for president by the Republican national con- 
vention. . 


—_- 

With the other delegates from New York 
state, Gov. Morgan went to Chicago feeling 
confident that Gov. Seward woukl be nom!i- 
nated not later than the third ballot, possibly 
upon the first. He concealed his chagrin 
when upon the third bailot Lincoln received 
a majority of the votes and was nominated. 
He sat silent, impassive, and yet it was he 
who by a covert gesture intimated to Wil- 
liam M. Evarta, who made the speech in favor 
of the nomination of Gov. Seward, that it 
was Everts’ duty instantly to arise and move 
to make the nomination unanimous. 

In @ voice trembling with emotion, far dif- 
ferent from the clear. earnest, and emphatic 
tones which Mr. Evarts used when placing 
Seward in nomination, he did move to make 
the nomination of Lincoln unanimous. Put 
it eeemed almost as his heart were breaking 
when he made that motion. 

Within a few hours after the nomination 
of Abraham Lincoln, Gov. Morgan, in an in- 
formal conference attended by many of 
the grievously disappointed New York dele- 
gates, announced that he had already formu- 
lated his plan for the great stratercy of the 
election campaign 

~o- 

“First of all,”’ he said. ‘‘ we.must go to 
Springfield with George Ashmun [the chair- 
man of the Republican convention], so that 
we may give verbal announcement to Mr. 
Lincoln that he has been nominated. Some 
of us are to take a great part in this cam- 
paign. Lincoln will now have an opportufitty 
of getting acquainted with us, and we shall 
have a chance to meet him and know him bet- 
ter than most of us have been able to do to 
date.”’ 

When asked what his genera! plans 
the carfpaign were Mr. Morgan replied that 
they involved nothing but the concentration 
of the struggle upon the free states of the 
union. “I have madea rapid computation, 
and it shows me that if we can carry all 
the free states Mr. Lincoln's election is as- 
sured. It would be a mere'waste of powder 
to attempt to make any campaign in the 
south or in the border states. The only 
giate north of Mason and Dixon's line which 
is in- doubt is New Jersey. That shall re- 
ceive our attention in due time.” 
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Immediately after the adjournment of the 
convention the committee tnat was appoint- 
ed by the convention to notify Mr. Lincoln 
of hisnomination went to Springfle!d. 

When the committee assembied in the Lit- 
tle parior of Mr. Lincoln's house and siood in 
a sort of semicircle before Lincoln, it was 
observed that while Mr. Ashmun Was speak- 
ing the few words in which he notified Lin- 


for 


Lincoln was speaking briefly in reply, saying 
that he would make longer and more formal! 
answer by letter, his eyes were passing from 
one to another of the members of the com- 
mittee.

But a little later 
Gov. Morgan grasped its significance. It was 
made plain to him that Mr. Lincoln was 
fond of big men, tall men, men of impressive 
physical stature, and his judgment was after- 
ward learned to have been a Correct one. 
Gov. Morgan was confident that Mr. Lincoiy 
was pleased that the committee that notified 
him of his nomination was made up of men 
who were of impressive physical proportions. 

On Feb. 22, 1860. Mr. Lincoln. upon in- 

tation of a Republican association of New 
York City, delivered in Cooper Union the 
address which has now passed into tradition, 
“the Cooper Union Speech.’ Representa- 
tives of all that was best in the intellectual, 
professional, and compiercial life of the me- 
tropolis heard that address. They went to 
Cooper Union to hear Lincoln out of curiosity 
They went away from Cooper Unton almost 
bewildered, certainly flitd with admiration 
and wonder at the profound intellectual 
demonstration which Lincoln had made. 

That speech was then regarded ag the 
keynote of the Republican campaign in the 
fall of 1860, and so it later proved to be. It 
was the recollection of that speech which 
at last caused all of the great minds of the 
Republican party in New York City to alie- 
viate their disappointment over the failure 
of Gov. Seward to get the Republican nomi- 
nation for president. That speech ended al! 
question am to the inteilectual preéminence 
of Abraham Lincoln so far as New York City 
was concerned.

It is almost aiways good play to get the 
ghort hand out of the way of the long one, 
and the jack of hearts would undoubtedly 
have been played by west under ordinary 
circumstances, 

Had the jack been led, however. at trick 
five south would have taken it with the ace 
and west would have forever lost the op- 
portunity of finessing with the eight of 
hearts. 

This looks like a smal! matter, but it won 
the game and rubber. and possibiy made e 
difference of severai hundred points.

United States is about twenty-four bushels. 
The average yield in South Carolina has been 
smaller than this. The natives have culti- 
vated only the lands which seemed most fer- 
tile and easiest to handle and have cultivated 
them without regard to scientific agriculture. 

Largely through the influence of a progres- 
sive commissioner of agriculture the state 
recently has been awakened to the con- 
sciousness of its sins In this regard. As a 
result it now has the champion boy corn 
raiser of the world—Jerry Moore, 18 years 
old, who has raised 228 bushels of corn ona 
single measured acre. 

Another object lesson was given tp the peo- 
ple of South Carolina by Prof. A. C. Smith 
of the United States department of agricul- 
ture, who took a poor sand hill farm in Aiken 
county which had been known for genera- 
tions as ‘‘ Poverty Hill’ because it was con- 
sidered impossible to raise enough on it to 
pay the taxes. Prof. Smith raised crops on 
it far larger than any of the neighbors were 
raising on their supposedly better land, and 
produced an average of one bale of cotton 
per acre, While the average yielii for the 
farms of the state is less than one-half a baie 
per acre. 

The eastern lands of the state are being de- 
veloped with truck and the western lands 
with fruit. and In each case the more that is 
raised the higher the value of all the land in 
the vicinity becomes because of the better 
facilities for.marketing.

Will you furnish me with information about 
the cutover lands of Jackson and Harrison 
counties, Miss.? Whaf kind of soil do they 
have? Must fertilizer be used’? What is the 
climate? What crops are raised? What 
markets have they? E. J. D. 

According to the federal soil survey of 
Jackson county. the southern half of it ts 
a level plain only a few feet above the sea 
level. Much of thigvis only partly drained 
and most of the soils are therefore swampy 
In the northern region—around Vancleave— 
are to be found the’ best drained soils in the 
area The highest point near Vancleave, 
however. is-only 35 feet above the sea level. 

The region was Griginally settled by the 
French and Spanish, whose descendants are 
still there. Recently there has been a little 
immigration from Europe and considerable 
immigration from HBlinols and Indiana, but 
the region is still sparsely settled, many areas 
of several square miles not having a single 
inhabitant. 

The south coast ip known as a summer re- 
sort. but through the remainder of the dis- 
trict lumbering fs the most important Iin- 
dustry. J 

The average teniperature for the winter 
months is 52 degrees and for the summer 
81 degrees. Températures of DO to & de- 
grees in summer are not uncommon.. The 
summer lagts from April to October, but 
the climate is tempered by winds from the 
gulf. 

Hardy vegetables can be produced every 
month in the year and strawberries are not 
unusual at Christmas time. Two crdps can 
be raised on the same ground each year.

Within the last ‘few years pecan raising 
has been tried in this section and has been 
highly successful. particularly on the Nor-

be determined just which sdlls are best suited 
to them. Government experts state that one 
acre will support from fifteen to twenty trees, 
which wij! yield after ten years 150 to 300 
pounds of nuts a year each. 

Agriculture, as a whole, is in.an experi- 
mental state in this region, but most crops 
which have been ‘tried have done well. Cot- 
ton is just being énptroduced, oranges and 
grapes are being tried. Truck crops are 
found to do especially well, Not enough have 
teen raised thus far to supply the loca! mar- 
ket, but -as more vegetables are grown they 
can easily be disposed of in carload lots at 
New Orleans and@ Mobile, to which points 
there is direct transportation by rail and 


water.

Prices of land vary from $3 to $100 an 


acre, dependent ori location, type of soil, tim- 


ber, and drainage, but land prices are ad- 


vancing rapidly along the railroad and near

Fertilizers are often necessary, especially 
in growing truck crops and ermal! fruits, 
which are found more profitable than general 
farming. Deep plowing and thorough culti- 
vation are necessary. 

The conditions in Harrison county a re'gim- 
liar to those in Jackson county. Although 
settled for two centuries, little agricultural! 
development has taken place, the natives 
raising only enough crops to keep themeelves 
alive and agricultural products being shipped 
in to the sawmill towns and summer resorts 
from other states at fancy prices. 

The federal authorities see a bright future 
ahead for these counties if the big tracts of 
wild land are planted with small fruits. 
peaches, figs, and pecans. Those who settle 
there, however, must be prepared to work 
hard, clearing. draining, and developing the 
cheap lands.

mate, soil, products, and value of land about 
twenty-six miles southeast of New Orleans 
and south of Lake Borgne. b. R.N. 
Th's iand would be in St. Bernard parish, 
which very largely marsh land of no 
value until reclaimed. When the land in 
thie district is drained, however, its value 
jumps from almost nothing to $100 or more 
an acre, as the soil is exceedingly rich and 
suitable for growing rice, ®ugar cane, corn, 
and truck. The cimate of this section, ac- 
cording to federal reports, averages from a 
temperature of 54 degrees in January to 82 
degrees in July. The summer is hot, but 
no more oppresvive than in any locations as 
far north as Chicago. Thieis due to breezes 
from the gulf. The last killing frost in the 
spring ranges from Janvary to March and 
the firet in the fall from Nov. 11 to the 
latter part of December. The rainfall is 
about sixty inches a year, most of it in the 
eummer months. 

As to the healthfulness of the district, the 
federal reports state ‘“The most serious check 
to the attractiveness of the desirable class 
of immigrants to this section Is the impres- 
sion which has gotten abroad as to its un- 
healthfulness. That this idea had some 
foundation in the past cannot be denied, but 
that condemnation cannot now be applied 
to the state or to this particular vicinity.” 

As to the soil, the report of the bureau of 
solle states: “ The soil which will likely 
be found through the entire swamp area 
is Sharkey clay overlaid in some localities 
by muck. ‘The Sharkey clay is eoll of the 
highest prodigetiveness and adapted to gen- 
eral farming and dairying wherever adequate 
drainage can be secured.” 

It will be seen that practically everything 
in this district is dependent on the drain- 
age, a matter gn which only an expert en- 
gineer is qualified to give you information. 
St. Bernard parish, although it bas been set- 
tled for centuries, and has more than 435,000 
acres of land, has a population of only about 
5,009.

Chicago, I1.—{Back to the Land Bureau. ]— 
Will you kindly give me information in re- 
gard to the climate and fertility of the soil 
for growing pecan nuts around Monticello, 
Jefferson county, Florida? Is the soil also 
suitable for raising garden truck and fruit? 

B. M. P. 

The federal soil survey report for 1907 says 
of the Monticello area in Jefferson county: 

“The pecan industry, though sti in an 
early age of development, gives promise of 
great success. Seedlings here and there In 
door yards give evidence of the productive- 
ness of the pecan tree in this region. The soils 
and existing conditions as found in Jefferson 
county are particularly adapted to the pecan 
nut and especially to the growing of nursery 
stock. In a great many sectione of the pecan 
producing belt, which is about 200 miles wide, 
tWo years are required to produce a seed 
large enough to graft. In Jefferson coun- 
ty area, however, upon the Norfolk fine 
gandy loam, a sturdy growth from ten to 
twenty inches high is produced in one year. 
Upon the Orengeburg fine sandy loam a 
good growth is secured, but more time is re- 
quired. In Monticello and vicinity there are

about 8,000 bearing pecan trees, mostly seed- 
lings. Recently numerous orchards of graft- 
ed stock have been set out and the acreage is 
rapidly increasing. 

* Pecan trees are usually set about forty- 
seven feet apart, or from fifteen toseventeen 
to the acre. Trees begin to bear the sixth of 
seventh vear, and a tree seven years old 
should be twenty feet high, with a spread of 
ten feet. 

“ Trees should be well cared for to insure 
best results. Each year ome pound of com- 
plete fertilizer should be applied to the roots 
of each tree, and besides a liberal dressing of 
barnyard manure should be given the land In 
winter. In one instance a seedling tree 
22 years old produced 638 pounds of nuts in 
one season and netted the owner $79. 

“For the successful growing of winter 
vegetables and all kinds of berries the light, 
sandy soile and the climate of the county 
are well adapted. All varities of vegetables, 
tomatoes, cabbage, early corn, canteloupes, 
afid watermelons produce abundantly, and 
there is unlimited opportdanity for the de- 
velopment of the trucking industry. Mebons 
are grown both for shipping and for the seed. 
At the present time there is not enough gar- 
den produce grown to supply the Monticello 
market. Truck growing would combine well 
with general farming, for the principal truck 
crops would be off the land in time to permit 
the growing of a second and perhaps a third 
crop within the year. 

‘One drawback at present to the trucking 
industry is the difficulty of developing it to 
a point where suitable facilities and low 
rates can be afforded by the transportation 
companies. There is always this period in 
the life of any new industry, and the hearty 
covperation of the raijroads and prospective 
shippers can easily solve the problem. There 
can be no doubt that the trucking industry, 
when #ystematioally developed, will be the 
source of a large income to the county. 

‘*Many orchards of Le Conte pears are 
seen, and fair crops are sometimes secured. 
With care, such as is givep the orchards 
where fruit growing is made a success, the 
returns could be greatly increased. The 
Kieffer pear is also grown, and, being less 
susceptible to blight, is a much more certain 
bearer. Figs produce abundantly and some 
are sold as preserves. Peaches do well and 
from one small orchard of a few trees just 
south of Monticello over $40 worth of fruit 
was sold last season. It is believed that com- 
mercial peach growing might prove re- 
munerative.”

In general, however, 
the land of Grady county ts sulted for raising 
corn, wheat, oats, hay, potatoes, alfalfa, 
peanuts and cotton, all of which are shown 
by the crop reports to have been produced 
there in large quantities. Most of the land 
in the county is now under cultivation.

Cheap Land in Minnesota. 

Cedar Rapids, Ila.—[Back té the Land Bu- 
reau.}—Can you furnish me with any in- 
formation in regard to homestead lands in 
Minnesota and Michigan? Do you know 
anything about the soil and railways of 
Beltrami and Koochiching counties, Minne- 
sota? Also tell me what you can about the 
land in northern Michigan. W. W. 8S. 


There are about 54,000 acres of available 
land in Beltrami county and 830,000 acres in 
Koochiching county. This is practically al! 
cutover land, with all the advantages and 
disadvantages usually found in such land. 
That is, the land is cheap, and is worth from 
$5 to $15 an acre in its raw state. The price 
is low because of the labor involved in 
clearing it and the scarcity of transporta- 
tion facilities. 

The Soo line and the Great Northern run 
through the extreme southern part of Bel- 
trami county and the Canadian Northerg, 
crosses its northern end. The distance be- 
tween these roads is almost 100 miles. The 
Minnesota and International and the Minne- 
sota, Red Lake and Manitoba Railroade also 
have short branches In the southern part of 
the county. Koochiching county is traversed 
diagonally by the Minnesota and Interne- 
tional and the Canadian Northern crosses 
its extreme northeast corner. 

Some of the most desirable land in thisadis- 
trict ie that owned by the state, which sells 
300,000 acres each year at public auction. 
These lands are appreised before the sale 
and cannot be sold for leas than the appraised 
price, which cannot be less than $5 an acre. 
Not more than 820 acres can be sold to any 
one purchaser. An example of the terme on 
which this land is sold is as follows: 

A purchaser bought forty acres at 86 an 
acre. His payment down was 15 per cent 
of the purchase price, or $36, and interest 
\upon the balance of the purchase price for 
the next year at 4 per cent, amounting to 
$8.16, the total amount down being $4416 
The purchaser has forty years to pay the 
balance, but must pay the interest in ad- 
vance each year and pay the taxes.

A telephone apparatus has been invented 
which makes it possible for an aeroplane pilot 
T : to talk to his passenger.

He knew his goods so 
thoroughly that when a customer presented 
a sample to match, he instantly showed her 
the match, or told her he did not have it. One 
day a woman entered his department seeking 
a piece of material she needed to compleie 
her costume. 

““We can't match that, madam,” declare@ 
the salesman as soon as he saw the sample 

“Why, how do you know you can't? You 
haven't even looked.’’ the woman retorted 
‘*T have been all over State street trying 
to match this piece, and I wish you wouid 
make a thorough search in your stock.’’ 

“I know we cah't match it, so it’s no use 
looking.” replied the salesman, disinterest- 
edly. ; 

“T'll go to the manager then,” and the in- 
dignant patron immediately reported the 
salezman’s apparent discourtesy. 

“I did nothing to offend her, and I can't 
understand why she should report me,’’ the 
salesman insisted when he was called to the 
office. *‘ I knew positively we did not have @ 
match for her sample, so what was the use 
of my searching for something we did ant 

have?” 

His explanation was plausible to the mana- 
ger, but he cautioned the man to use more 
tact in dealing with future customers. Ro>2- 
peated complaints of the same character 
finaly resulted in his dismigesal, however, and 
the store and its customers lost the services 
of probably the best qualified man on State 
street for the position he held. Absolute 
lack of tact and his seeming inability to ac- 
quire that qualification cost that man his 
position. A salesman with any tact at all 
would have taken a great deal of pains to 
convince his customer that he really did not 
have the desired match. Rather than have a 
Patron gO away dissatisfied, it would have 
been better for him to take down every plece 
of goods in his department. |

Get Acquainted with Patrons. 

“TI would like to have Mr. —— wait on me. 
please,”’ remarked a woman customer. 

“He is busy now, but will be here in a 
minute,’’ replied another salesman. 

“Very well, I will wait,’’ declared the pa- 
tron, seating hereelf. 

The salesman she desired to have wait 
upon her is successfuh because he makes it 
a point to become acquainted with as many 
of his customers as possible. He studies 
their characteristics and learns how to serve 
them so well that they will ask for him 
whenever they need any of the goods he 
sells. 

There are different degrees of succesefu! 
salesmanship, and while one person may pos- 
sess the same ability as another, there will 
be a difference in their pay envelopes be- 
cause one has a technical knowledge of 
the merchandise he is selling that the other 

has not. This knowledge is often of such 
a character that it can only be acquired 
by a person who is willing to make a spe- 
cial effort. It requires hard work and care- 
ful study that the firm has no means of com- 
pelling its sales force to perform, but the 
salesman who gains such knowledge is in 
a position to give valuable advice to any 
purchaser. 

The salesperson who knows ali about furs, 
genuine and imitation, their good and weak 
points, this recommended for its beauty, that 
for its durability, another because it is styl- 
ish and everybody is wearing it, even though 
not durable—is manifestly more valuable to 
himself, his employer, and to his customer 
than is his fellow salesman with equal abil- 
ity and no technical knowledge. 

It has always been an axiom that sales; 
men are born, not made. In recent rears 
this has been dirvputed by those who have 
treated the matter scieritifically. Certain 
well known principles which govern every 
sale aretaught. A knowledge of there prin- 
ciples is an aid only to those who are thor- 
ough and earnest in their work. 

The really gifted salesperson uses these 
principles, not knowingly, but naturally. 
Every customer passes through four stages 
before a purchase is made: Attention, in- 
terest, desire, and resolve. She may have 
passed through anywhere from none to all 
of these stages before she meets the sales- 

man, the salesman’s, wor to compicte the 
sale depending on the stage of the customer's 
mind 
x 
How Sales Are Made. 

Attention first and then interest may have 
been reached by seeing something in the 
show window, leaving to the salesman the 
task of creating in the customer's mind the 
desire for the article and finally the resolve 
to buy. A clumsy sales person sometimes 
works hard on one of these stages after the 
customer has proceeded to a more advanced 
one, and may even spoil a sale in that way. 
If a customer has reached the third stage, 
desire, it is manifestly unwise to work to 
create interest, which stage she has already 
paseed. 

Sales people are supposed to be and should 
be good talkers, but talk for mere talk’s 
sake will never carry one to success. Say 
something worth while. Find the talking 
points in the merchandise and present them 
in as clear and simple manner as possible. 
Do not repeat too often, and if you cannot 
find) something to say that interests your 
customer keep still. No one likes-to be bored 
by a continuous rattle of meaningless tal 
While the particular sale you aré trying to 
complete must not be lost sight of, reasonable 
deviation from the subject may be allowable 
with some customers, especially if you are

He climbs 
mountains not for the sake of reaching the 
top but because there is something on the 
other side worth getting, enjoying the scen- 
ery both up and down without any serious 
strain—enjoying it the more because his aims 
are so real and definite. The single day's 
work is far better for being definite, and a 
multitude of definite ways of work make a 
definite end, which could not be understood 
at the beginning, unless the purpose was 
something as small as piling cord wood or 
making a cob house.

The Most can never be attained by any 
*istem of grabbing, though there is quite 7 
popular notion that it can be; nor by any @as- 
sertion of rights: nor by any fantastic bat- 
tling for them. Grabbing is a very undiscip- 
lined way of getting things, and making the 
Most always means disciplining yourself. 
Constant endeavor spells The Most, in time, 
and this must be without the strain or the 
fierce encounter of battie. To win in battie 
is not to get The Most, for the conquered 
have often overcome the conquerors in all 
the vital things. 

There can be striving without strife. Even 
if you have much you must strive. You may 
be born with a golden spoon in your mouth, 
but you may have to grip hard to hold it 
there. Without some exertion on your part 
vou may be taking your last medicine from a 
spoon whose bow! has not even single plate. 

The Most is not the best of things to eat, to 
wear, to possess, although these may be sur- 
passingly good to have. It may be compared 
to a little plant growing in ourselves, care- 
fully tended, that wi!! in time give us all of 
these things that are worth having and still 
more may be added unto them. 

The Most is something that grows like a 
pearl by successive accretions, and yet not 
because We are like diseased oysters. It is 
the one superiative that can be made more 
so. At any stage of our careers we may be 
making the most of ourselves, and yet our 
possible goa! be nowhere yet in sight.

The United States government is the big- 
gest individual employer of labor in the coun- 
try. On June 30] 1910, there were 384,088 
oflicers and emipldyés of the executive civil 
service. By this time Uncle Sam must be giv- 
ing employment 9 some 400,000 people. Al- 
most every one bf these employés hase a 
gr wige againet the Unleaded States government 

- grudge which ig not bx any meansa refiec- 
tion on their patriptirm and on their loyalty 
as citizens of the republic. 

** What are the prospects of a government 
civil service empl¢yé? What has the future 
In store for him?" 

Ask this question of any postoffice employé 
in, Chicago and h@, will refer you to William 
Butler.. ' c 

William Butler igthe oldest man in the serv- 
ice of the United States government in Cii- 
cago. Since 1864)Butler has been a post- 


office employé, -H» entered the government 


service. when he. wae 19 years old. Today 
at the age of 68, and after forty-nine years 
of service in the postoffice, Butler is still at 
his’ desk on the third floor of the federal 
building and still tends to his job as routing 
clerk in the omed of the superintendent of 
marie, 

‘If I had to do M over again,” said Butler, 
“I would go into %*some other business than 
working for the government. I was a success 
asaclerk. If I hat been as successful in the 
grocery or butchér business for forty-nine 
years as I have been successful as a mail 
clerk I would not have to worry now as to how 
T-am going to en my days. As it is I do 
worry, and worry mighty hard. You see the 
government does mot pension its old employés 
and the salary I bave been getting did not 


permit of much saving.” 


Butler was born {n New Hampshire in 1845, 
His parents moved to Chicago in 1849. He at- 
tended school unfil the age of 16. At that 
time President Ligcoin called for 75,000 vol- 


unteers. Butler enlisted and served tn the 


army untll the clése of the civi] war. three 
years and some months. 
It is the service which Butler has rendered 


Uncle Sam during this war period that will be 


his last resort and will stand by him until 
his last breath om earth. As a civil war 


veteran Butler gets a small pension from the 


government, som@thing like $19 a month. 


The services Butler rendered the government 
in the forty-nine years of duty in every de- 


partmen: of the Dostoffice go on unknown 
and unnoticed by “Uncle Sam. 

‘ What are the prospects for a voung man 
in government sefvice?” Butler repeated 
the question. “ Well, I don't like to appear 
unpatriotic. I sméHed powderin my day you 
know, and was réady time and again to lay 
down my head for old glory. But I do not 
believe it would be unpatriotic to say that 
the prospects for,the government employé 
are poor. In fact, there are no prospects at 
all for him, andithere will be none until 
the government decides to put its civil em- 
th the military and naval 
men and pensiong them. 

“ Almost every! day somebody quits the 
service here, A young man comes in, stays 
looks ‘about him and then gives 
up the civil servi¢e job for which hé passed 


an examination, ta,try his fortune elsewhere. 


“T entered the government service when 
Tl was nineteen. My salary to start was $600 
a year. That wag good money at that time. 


By the age of 24 my ealary had risen to $1,100. 


I married. In subsequent vears my salary in- 
crease’ to $1,300. But this only lasted for 
two years. Then the government made a 
cut In the salaries bf federal employés. Mine 
was cut to $1,20@- and it has remained at 
that point ever since. 

“In return for this salary 1 was at the beck 
and nod of the gevernment any time of the 
day or night. I) worked in every depart- 
ment. I worked hine hours a day. Now we 
only work eight’ hours a day. There is 
not a department in the postoffice I did not 
work in. 

‘I closed the laf mail the Sunday night of 
the Chicago fire, which mall was afterward 
found in the débris of the ruins, and Wage sent 
to its destination; and the wrappers of e 
mail sent to Washington. In those days: 
mail was wrapped in papers and directec. 


Some time before the fire, when I was in the 


position of box clerk, I was granted a leave 


of absence to-go put with ea surveying party 


to locate the Union Pacific railroad. I as- 
sisted on a preliminary survey on the Ore- 
gon Short Line, commencing on the north 
end of Salt Lake, Utah, to Umatilla landing. 
gn the Columbia river, in Oregon. 

“I was an all around man in the postoffice 
There isi rot any kind of a job in 


did not do at onettimé or another. And that 

is not easy. Every new joo brings work with 
it. You must study up new routes. You 
must know the railroads, the time trains 
stop at each place, and know over what 
railroad cach niail’ must be = cGispatched 

There are any number of cities in the United 
States receiving fen mails a day through ten 
different railroads. The clerk must know 
automatically by. what train to dispatch his 
mai) each hour 


“There are changes in routes made daily/ color. 


Each of these changes means work and ap- 
plication and alertness on the part of the 
mail’ clerk. It fs really a profeszion, this 
work of ours. The all around mai} clerk has 
to study much more than the phy -ician or 
lawyer. He is a student every day of his 
life. He must keep the map of the United 
States before his eyes constantly. He mast 
remember the names of thousands of lictle 
towns. In the ¢ity delivery he must know 
all publie buildings, the lerge business firms, 
and the skyscraper?. 

‘T lost three children. That is the reason 
why my wife and I could not save money for 
ten or fifteen years after our marriage. About 
twenty-six year ago I bought a house on 
the instalhment plen, 
a story anda half. I cannot rent any part 
it and set returns this way. It took m 
thirteen years to pay for the house. After I” 
paid it out I began epending a little money 
on improvement # Then some ten years ago 
the cost of living took a leap forward, [ft 
made quite a difference in my family. What 
I was able to saye in years past and pay on 
the house now rent regularly to the grocer 
and butcher. And we did not live extrava- 
gantly either. ° 

“ You see, I hai to take a Mttle better care 
of myself. Night work, no matter how ac- 
customed you become to it, affects your 
health. In the whouse, too, it upsets the 
family schedule! There is a new set of 
meals to be mate for you. This atte to 
the expense. : 

“Then came sickness. a® it does to every 
other family. T grew sick. An operation, 
and a serious operation at that. was neces-\ 
sary. I recover and. went back te work. 
But I had to take better care of myeelf than 
ever. rere Wag no chance for saving any 
money after tiet. 

“Today | have my house, which is prob- 
ably worth about $2,000; and I have about

days tn one fiscal year to be sick in. Should 
I get sick for a longer period than that, it 
is advisable for me to resign and be dés- 
charged honorably. My place wil! be filled 
by another man. After I resign I have no 
connection whatever with the government. 
If I had been employed in the postoffice only 
one day, Uncle Sam could give me no less 
consideration than after working for him 
for half a century. The United States gov- 
ernment knows of no obligatien to me. 


‘‘ Now that means I must begin to shift and 
worry for myself at a time when I am least 
able to do if sickness forces me to resign. 
Half a century of work at one thing unfitsa 
man to look for other jobs. If I were to sell 
my house, and with the $2.000 try to go into 
business, I would not know what todo. When 
you are in the '70s it is well nigh impossible 
to start the game of life all over. and that is 
what it means to go into a new occupation. 

* My children, can't they help me? In my 
particular cage it happens that they cannot, 
I think the same thing happens in the case 
of every government employ@. You see, if 
upon leaving the army I had gone into busi- 
ness for myself, or made a start in that di- 
rection, I would have built up a business of 
my own. I could have kept one or two of my 
children in that business. Ait this time I 
might have worked only two or three hours 
a day and yet been the owner of the busi- 
neem YT would have been my own boss and 
I would have had one or more of my chil- 
dren under obligation to me, for I would have 
put them in business. in case of total disa- 
bility I could hand-over my business to my 
sor or daughter and still have earned peace 
and rest to the end of my days. 

* The service estranged me from my chil- 
dren ina way. We could not link our in- 
terests together. They soucht out oecupa- 
tions for themselves. ‘Today they are strug- 
gling to make their living.”’ 


Mr. Butler had brothers oider and younger 
than himself. They are dead now. His 
brothers were in business. One wasa tailor. 
Each one of his brothers left his widow well 
fixed financially. Working for themselves in 
business, each of them accumulated a fair 
sized fortune. Butler, working much harder, 
under severe discipline and exactness, has 
mapped out for himself a far less comfort- 
able old age than hie brothers. Then why 
did not he quit the government service and 
go into business by himself years ago when 
he was young? 

“ Why,” said Butler, and a smile flickered 
over his wrinkled face. “* There were many 
reasons. ‘There aré times when you want 
to quit but you cannot, because you are in 
need of the weekly salary to pay the grocer 
and rent and doctor b‘lls. Then again there 
are times when you think there may be pros- 
pects for promotion if you stick long enough. 
But even when you begin to realize that the 
chances for promotion are few and far be- 
tween, you cannot quit easily. You have 
been such a long time in the service that you 
begin to wonder whether you will be good 
at anything else. Here you have learned 
your routes and schedules, and you feel 
quite at home after all. 


“Then when you reach the age of ™*. at 
least when I reached the age of 530, there 
was talk that the government might pension 
its civil service employés. In European coun- 
tries the governments had been pensioning 
their employés for years. So we hoped that 
the United States government would do the 
same. And that was another good reaton 
for staying In the service and waiting and 
hoping. 

‘“‘“Aam I a failure? Not that I can see. 
My superiors found no fault with my work. 
They have the highest regard for me now, 
too. I served the government to the best 
of my ability.”

Form Paragraph Book a Big Help.

NY person who has studied the cor- 

respondence entering and leaving the 

average business house must have 

been impressed with the number: of 

letters received that fall in certain 
ceneral classes and with the sameness of 
the teplies that go out in response. Many 
firms aim to handle this situation to some 
extent by means of form letters, but the 
average person of today is rarely deceived 
into believing the form letter to be a per- 
sonal communication, as in ninety-nine out 
of a hundred cases the superscription in- 
serted with a typewriter fails to match the 
body of the letter in style and size of type, 
and because of the unevenness of 
genuine typewriting and the unvarying reg- 
viarity of its imitation. 

On account of this difficulty many firms 
insist upon personally dictated letters, which 
necessarily entaile @ great deal of repeti- 
pion, but results in each cage being properly 
covered and the recipient of the letter know- 
ing himself. to be in receipt of a personal 
reply. 

A number of up to the present business 
houses have encouraged their correspondents 
to adopt a modified principle of the form 
letter, a plan that has time-saving advan- 
tages. specifically handles each individual 
case, and produces letters that are close to 
perfection in composition. This method, re- 
ferred to as the form paragraph book, is

Analyze Your Correspondence. 

The first thing neceseary ir a study and 
atialysis of one’s correspondence. Watch 
yourtettere for a week or so and clageify the 
various matters which you repeatedly take 
up. Owing to the yariance of correspond- 
ence in each firm and its individual depart- 
ments it is practical to suggest but e few of 
the more general divisions into which most 
letters may be separated. ; 

Letters have opening and closing para- 
graphs, paragraphs explaining various de- 
tails, such as quoting prices, setting forth 
the merits of certain goods, explaining house 
policies, handling compleints, and so on in- 
numerably, but each correspondent handling 
certain classes of work can readily pick out 
at least fifteen to thirty genera! matters on 
which he repeatedly dictates.

You can take other people's money—tfre- 


quently every cent they have—and speculate 


and gamble with it without interference of 
law. 

There are in Chicago between 250 and 300 
private banks in the immigrant-sections of 
the city, according to figures compiled by the 
Immigrants’ Protective league. Approx!i- 


mately half a million immigrants do business 


with these private banks. They keep their 
savings there. They send money to their 
families in the old world through these 
banks. Not one of these banks is incorpo- 
rated, licensed, or chartered under either the 
There is not 


a single city, state, or national officer of the 


law who can go into one of these banks and 


look into its business methods, its manner of 
keeping books and accounts, with a view of 
ascertaining to what extent the rights and 
fortunes of the immigrant depositors or oth- 
ers who do business with these banks are re- 


spected, and 


Assets and Liabilities Unknown. 

What are the assets of these banks’ What 
are their liabilities? How many millions 
pass through their hands? How many mil- 
lions have they in the savings departments? 
All these are quesetions which cannot be 
answered by any one, not even by the United 
States gevermment, in more than a guess- 
ing fashion. The United States govern- 
ment made an investigation of immigrant 
banks, and In 1910 published its report. tw 
that report the government investigators 
‘* estimated that $275,000,000 was sent abroad 
in 1907 by aliens and approximately one- 
half of this amount passed through the 
bands of immigrants’ bankers.” 

Most interesting in this report are these 
two facts: First, the figures which g0 
into hundreds of millions. A good many 
of these millions naturally come from Chi- 
cago. Second, the fact that government 
investigators had to“ estimate " the amount, 
to guess on it, admitting thereby how ut- 
terly out of touch federal, state, and city 
governments are with these private bankers, 
who handle the finances of millions of citi- 
zens in the making. The cry that there 
are too many laws in this country certainly 
cannot be applied to the private banks. The 
law does not even know them. The only 
time one hears of these private bankers, 
or as they are frequently called, “ pirate ™ 
bankers, is when they abscond with ‘the 
money which they have collected and leave 
their depositors frantic about the doors of 
the bank, wringing their hands and walling, 
in a foreign tongue, to be given back the 
money which they earned in their sweat and 
saved in their blood, 

‘*There is no law in the state of Illinois 
regulating private banks or giving me or 
anybody else authority to go into such a 
bank and examine ite books,’ said State 
Bank Examiner John H. Rife. ‘“ So faras 
the statutes of this state or city bearing on 
banks are concerned, these private foreign 
bankers are unknown to the law. Any one 
who wants to can open a bank and he can 
run it any way he pleases.” 

* *¢ 


Any One Can Start Bank. 

Miss Grace Abbott, director of the Immi- 
grants’ Protective league, who has a long 
list of victims who have lost their savings 
of years to these private pirate bankers and 
came to the league for protection and aid fh 
recovering their money in part, talks with 
authority on these foreign bankers. Miss 
Abbott says: 

‘* You can go into any part of the city in- 
habited by foreigners, rent a fish store, throw 
out the fish, put in a safe, a counter, and 
hang up a big electric sign, ‘ Bank,’ or paint 
on your window * Imperial People’s Bank,’ 
or any equally high sounding title, and if 
vou can get the people to bring you money, 
then vou are a banker. You need not in- 
corporate, you need no license, nothing. 

‘‘Frequentiy there come to this office 
stories of men starting up banks becaure 
they had no money with which to go intoany 
other business. A man wanting to open up 
a saloon or grocery and having no money 
for it opens a bank, takes in severa! thou- 
sand dollars, and with that money, belong- 
ing to other people, buys the saloon or gro- 
cery.” 

A week ago one such saloonkeeper banker, 
John Haluska of 5340 Canalport avenue, 
failed, and of course disappeared. Haluska 
is only one of a half dozen private foreign 
bankers who have failed during the last 
year or so. He was a Slovenian and his vic- 
tims are Slovenians. The other bankers 
were Italian. Polish. Lithvanian, and Bul- 
garian, and their victims were people of each 
of these races respectively. 

Halueka commanded the confidence of 
about 300 people to the extent of $40,000 of 
their money, according to the attorneys for 
the depositors. With his disappearance 
their savings have @isappeared. As he has 
some property there is a possibility that the 
depositors may get back between 30 and 40 
per cent of their savings. but it is not at all 
certain yet. 

Who were the victims of the Haluska bank 
failure? Here are four of them, all living 
in the same house and each one having been 
recommended to Haluska, or rather having 
had Halueka recommended to him or her, 
by his or her neighbor: 

Eliza Kubick of 1807 Blair street, a girl of 
23. who earns her livelihood by washing 
dishes in restaurants and doing houseyork. 
had $400 in the Haluska bank. Susie Boor, 
living in the same house with Miss Kubick, 
likewise earning her livelihood by washing 
dishes, had $275. Anna Hernachek, a widow. 
same address, who washes for ea living, had 
$400, and John Krayesi, same address, a la- 
borer, whose wages never exceed $2 a day, 
had $300. In one house, among people mostly 
of one family, Hatuska drew $1,375.

The 
Austro-Hungarian consul, Herr Hugo su-"" 
vestri, has just taken a census of all th 
privately owned banks in thie city, where 
Austro-Hungarian subjects deposit their sav-._ 
ings, and through which they send money 
to the old world.

This is what the™ 
consul thinks of these private banks ot 
vestigated by his office: 


“There are many reliable people among” 
the private bankers. But there are too many _ 
who are unreliabie. These unreliable bankers _ . 


must be excluded if the hard earned savings 


of immigrants are to be safeguarded. A 
measure which would place these privaté 
banks within the pale of the law would meet 
with the gratitude of the immigrant popula- 
tion of this city and state.” :

Chicago Refuge for Swindlers. 

Joseph H. Nicolai, who for years has ren~ 
resented the Italian consulate as its legal ad- 
viser and who has been instrumental! in put- 
ting several fake banking concerns out 6f 
business, said that state of Illinois, and 
egpecially Chicago, has become the place of*: 
refuge for all Italian swindlers in the bank- 
ing line who fied from New York and other* 
cities where things were made hot for them, - 
because of the want of a law regulating grt 
vate banks. 

Attorney Nicolai is a patriotic Italian and 
stands high in the councils of his countrymen 
in this city. He was most severe, however, 
in denouncing those of his countrymen who: 
make bank swindling a profession. 

** Most of the bankers who mulct the I/al- 
ian people in this city and in all other cities. 
in the country,” Attorney Nicola! said. “ are 
the educated Italians. Ninety per cent of 
the educated Italians in this country are here 
because they could not stay in Italy. They 
eet up banks here and use their education 
mot to benefit their more ignorant country- 
met: bul te fleece them. With theimmigrant 
it is a probicwn where to keep his money. He 
does not like to keep it on his person and 
he does not know how to get to an American . 
bank. i 

“ It is easy, therefore, for a smooth tongued 
man to set himself up as a banker and gein 
the confidence of the people. Many of these. 
bankers even supply gangs of Italian laborers . 
who go out to work on railroads with self- 
addressed envelopes so that these railroad. 
workers can send them part of their wages,. 
at the end of every week. 

“ Unwittingly the express companies and 
ome of our most reliable state banks help 
these private bankers in their work of fleecing 
the immigrants. The express companies and. 
banks make these private bankers their, . 
agents. They give them their blanks and 
applications for money orders and drafts. 
Of course, these express companies honor 
the drafts and money orders made out by 
the private bankers only when the banker.. 
sends in the money to the express company 
or bank. Otherwise the money orders and 
drafts mean nothing.

Believe Government Backs Bank.

That can 
only be done by the state requiring every” 
man who starts up a private bank to deposi: 
with the state banking department a certains 
sum of money ora bond. Such a law would 
of course put out of businese the sort of @: 
private banker who goes into banking witha! 
out a cent of his own in order to collect 
enough money from the people to enable, 
him to go into business. 

The large number of immigrants and for-. 
eign born citizens who have been victimized, 
by the private bankers in this city has also, 
aroused the board of aldermen. At a recent 
session Alderman Herry Utpatel introduce@ 
a resolution calling upon the board of elder- 
men to take steps to curb these pirate bank- 
ers. Mr. Utpatel subsequently explained that 
he had really no definite tdea as to what the 
alderman could do to curb the pirate banker, 
but that he introduced the resolution in ree 
sponse to pleas from many sources and 
would keep up his Sght to force action by 
the city.

Would License Private Banks. 

What is even more incredible. however, 
is that immigrants should so easily put 
confidence in any one who proclaims himself 
a banker and should intrust him with their | 
money. For while some of the private bank- 
ers put up elaborate electric signs and paint 
their windows with rainbow colors making. 
all sorts of extravagant assertions about 
their “ banks.”" and get the crowd this way, 
many of the foreign banks in Chicago are 
nothing but adjuncts to groceries or #a- 
loons.

Don’t look upon a savings account as a 
great burden, Once your account is started 
you will find it easier to do without things.. 
Your balance will encourage you in a sub- 
stantial way to overcome your desire for 
foolish and extravagant trifles you thought 
you could not get along without. 

As an incentive to save, keep an account of 
every cent you spend. You will need only once 
to be confronted with the lightning rapidity 
with which 25 and 50 cents here and there 
mount into large denominations to realize 
what the saving grace woul mean to you. 

Don’t think it necessary to weit until vou 
have a bill of large denomination, either, be- 
fore you open an account. The lesson the 
prodigal girl needs above any other is the ac- 
cumulative value of the small sum. 

Two dollars a week means over $100 a year.

#omething else’ A good many merchants 
fgure they can give away from 2 to 4 per 
cent of their sales for advertising of this 
rt. 

You have to have something to attract a 
crowd, especially during these dull summer 
months. Something for nothing is sticky fly 
paper for humans. Use a little of it. Lay 
gside from 2 to 4 per cent of your sales for 
this benevolent purpose. Whenever you want 
to inject new interest in town put out some- 
‘thing in the window that is a bargain, a real 
beiow cost snap. 


In times when businegs is booming’you will 
not have to do this sort of thing. During the 
rush weeks you can be piling up your fund 
Then when you feel you've got to do some- 
thing or perish of weariness, dig into the 
fund and gprinkle out the bargains.

Profits in Poultry Raising. 


By ROBERT JOOS. 


ROF. JAMES DRYDEN of the depart- 

ment of poultry husbandty, Oregon 
Agricultura) college anc experiment 
station has this to say on expensive 
and intensive poultry culture: | 

“It is possible for a family to make a 
living on @ city lot from a dozen hens if the 
family tastes are not extravagant, and, 
again, if big enough prices are secured for 
the eggs laid by the hens. We must con- 
sider the prices. There should be beeeding 
farms in all sections of the country if our 
stock of fowls ie to be improved, and there 
should be in every cOmmunity or éountry 
men and women who give their spepial at- 
tention to the production of !mproved strains 
of fowls, whether the point to aim et le eggs 
or show points. 

“ There are many cifferent evetems of poul- 
try farming, and In speaking of profita the 
distinction should be kept in mind.’ There 
are possibilities of profit in farms inf which 
profite are added to by selling at ledst part 
of the product for breeding purposes at high 
prices. If a man makes a living on a city 
lot it does not mean that he made it by sell- 
ing his eggs and poultry at ordinary market 
prices. 

“ Whatever may be the dividing Hne be- 
tween extent*ive and intensive poultry farm- 
ing, or at Whatever point the one merges 
into the other, it will be readily assented 
to that a poultry farm of 100 acreg. occu- 
pied by fromm 1,000 to 5,000 hens, is extensive 
poultry farming. On the other hand, it will 
also be understood that a farm of four acres, 
on which 1,000 or 8,000 hens are Kept, Is 
extensive poultry farming, and it must be 
concucted under intensive methods.’ 

“ At what point by extending the acreage 
without increasing the flock, or increasing 
the flock without extending the acreage, a 
farm beconies more extensive on the one 
hand or inténsive on the other, may be open 
to debate. Poultry keeping must necessar!- 
‘) be intensive on two or three acres, where 
the owner depends upon the products of the 
poultry yards for a living for himself and 
family. Any poultry farm up to teh acres, 
where enough fowls are kept to keep a fam- 
ily, will require more or less intensive 
methods 

"Probably the best way to defingan ex- 
tensive poultry farm would be on the basis 
of sro many fowls per acre, or on an acreage 
basis. Fifty. fowls per acre or legs would 
cerfainiy come under the extensivelsystem, 
and it may be that the limit coulé@ be tn- 
creased to 100 per acre. When, however, 
we reach 100 per acre we are getting to a 
point where the poultryman must fesort to 
artificial methode, more or less, in keeping 
the yards or lanc in proper conéjtion for 
maintaining the health and vigo¢ of the 
fowls. Thisraises another point. Sdil varies 
and the climate varies to such ah extent 
that fifty might be a safe limit In one case 
and 100 in another. More than fifty fowls 
an acre on certain soll and in certain cll- 
mates might require intensive methods, 
while 200 per acre on other soil and under 
other climatic conditions might not require 
any very intensive culture. 

<= 
Soil and Climate Important. 

“The nature of the soil and the climate 
must be considered. An open, porous, well 
drained soil is more favorable for intensive 
poultry culture than a heavy clay spil. That 
is, 100 fowls might be kept on an open porous 
soll with less danger from soil cohtamina- 
tion than fifty on a heavy clay sail. So it 
cannot be stated definitely that @ certain 
number ef fowls per acre within certain 
limits meas either extensive or intensive 
culture. This fact should be borne in mind 
ini reading the account I shall give of some 
intensive poultry farms. q 

‘The total egg yield for 1909 was 86,519. 
The yield for the following year up to Oct. 
1 was 90,870. The total receipts of: the farm 
for the first year were $6,403.41; the last year 
untfl Oct. 1, $5,245.48, The statement showed 
that the receipts for eggs and.poultry and 
the receipts for breeding stock and eggs for 
hatching were about equal. The Rock was 
bred along utility lines, but he hasgome show 
birds and occasionally gets a good price for 
them. The highest price received for mar- 
ket eggs was 55 cents and the lowept 18 cents 
per dozen. The best month in egg yield 
during the first year was March; ithe poor- 
est November. The second Year the April 
yleld slightly exceeded that for March. While 
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this agrees with conditions in the cold east- 


Franch. The land 


ern states, I should expect, were the figures 
obtainable, that there would be a higher 
percentage production here in the winter 
months than in the cold states, due to a more 
favorable winter climate. The eggs were 
sold to retail dealers, though quite a number 
were sold for incubation purposes at $6 per 
hundred. He hae secured as high as $25 
for a breeding cockere!l, though he makes 
no specialty of breeding fancy stock. 

“The system of feeding includes a dry 
mash feed in the morning. The formula is 
as follows: Bran, 640 pounds; ground bar- 
ley, 200 pounds; feed meal, 300 pounds; shorts 
360 pounds; blood meal, 100 pounde; fine bone, 
) pounds; alfalfa meal, 100 pounds; beef 
scrap, 200 pounds; oil cake meal, 100 pounds; 
charcoal, 20 pounds. 

In the evening wheat, barley, cracked corn, 
etc., are fed For green food kale, swiss 
chard, lawn clippings, etc., are fed. Some- 
times grain is towen in the rung and plowed 
under. When the grain sproute the chickens 
scratch it up, thus getting green feed and 
exercine. Mr. Weaver has thoroughly 
learned the importance of cultivating and 
growing crops in the yards to keep them in 
a Panitary condition, and his yards all 
showed that they had had IntelMgent care. 

“One of the most interesting of intenaive 
poultry farms thet I have seen is situated 
near the Old San Gabriel migeion. not far 
from Los Angeles. Here is another “‘ ranch "’ 
of four acres where 2,500 layers are kept, 
and the same ground has been used contin- 
uously for five years or more. Weare accys- 
tomed to saying that it is impossible to keep 
chickens succesafully year after year on the 
fame ground, but here is anapparent contra- 
diction. Up to date no serious calamity 
seems to have befallen the fowls on account 
of soil contamination. 

x 
Matter of Judgment. 

“ It is, of course, another question whether 
the farm ean be continued for another five 
years without showing symptome of col- 
lapse; but a few explanations are needed 
here. A little discriminetion is required, 
The poultry man must be able to discrimi. 
nate so as to suit his system of poultry 
keeping to hig conditions. What suits one 
man in one location won't eult one man in 
another and the only thing that will save 
the poultry man is hie own head, He must 
be able to decide for himscif, after all, what 
is the best for him in his particular locality. 

‘When I eay that here for from five to 
six years fowls have been kept succesafully 
in large numbers on a small piece of ground, 
I know a great many will be inclined to 
question the statement. Others, with less 
reason, will go and do likewise. Now the 
only thing thet hes saved this ranch from 
collapse has been the soll; The soil is very 
light and somewhat gravelly and the rains 


go about as good a job on it as a vacuum. 


cleaner does on a carpet. This with the 
bright sunshine has enabled the owners to 
do something that could be @one in prod- 
ably few places in the country. 

“ There are different aystems of intensive 
poultry keeping. Mr. Weaver's ie one eys- 
tem. He uses a large house and on another 
farm we see a small house. This farm is 
owned and worked by Messrs. Swanson & 
Johnson, both active partners. They started 
im the business six years ago. They had at 
the beginning of the year on which I visited 
them 2,384 layers of the White Leghorn 
variety. The prevailing style of house is a 
small, light affair 4 fect 6 inches by 8 feet. 
In it sixteen hens are kept. The yards are 
20x45 feet, and some are 20n75 fect. The 
owners aim to cultivate them yearl#. Peach 
trees are growing in moat of the yards. The 
little house is open at the bottom. The hens 
enter at the bottom and fly up to the roosts, 
where they are practically free from drafts. 
There is a board floor on the ground to catch 
the droppings. ‘The roof is on hinges so 
that one sidé of it may easily be raised to 
get at the fowls on the roost. 

Some of the houses that they have built 
later are larger. Most of their pullets that 
are not used for breeding purposes are kept 
in the larger houses, which ere 10 feet by 
2A feet, divided in the middie. These are 
paper houses, except the frame and parti- 
tion. One hundred and @ifty fowls are kept 
in each house, divided into two flocks of 
seventy-five each. It requires three men to 
do the work on this four acre 3,000 hen

Though the queen ig extremely loyal in her 
tastes she has her little girl's bedroom and 
nursery and bathroom remodeled with hot and 
cold water and heating apparatus planned 
from English and American models. She 
had everything that was old-fashioned about 
the nursery abolished and insisted that she 
would have none of the old time nursery 
with its insanitary surroundings. The only 
old-fashioned things about the nursery are 
the various cradles, heirlooms of the Nassau 
royal family. Even they have been over- 
hauled so only their elaborate shells remain. 
In a few years this little princess will have 
to lay her toys aside and devote herself to 
her studies. If she is ever to be a queen 
and ruler she will have to learn many things, 
but her mother believes that if she is to be 
a good queen and a good mother she must 
have a oeturdy body and this she can only 
get by having plenty of play and life out of 
doors, 

The most pampered of the royal babies is 
Alexis Nicholaevitch, who is heir to the 
throne of Russia. This is because the royal 
family and the people waited so long for the 
stork to bring a boy baby to the czar. In 
honor of his coming layettes were distributed 
to the next one hundred babies born in 
Russia. When he was christened the center 
of interest was the golden state carriage, 
drawn by eight milk white horses, with out- 
riders and walking grooms, in which sat the 
Princess Galatzin, mistress of the imperial 
household, with the imperial heir. 

In church during the singing of the psalm, 
his father conferred the crose of the order 
of St. Andrew and tenderly draped the dis- 
tinguishing ribbon around the baby’s shoul- 
Ger.

“Sure Death” for Anis. 

**T have read in the Helping Hand direc- 
tions for driving away large black ants. 
I am sorely troubled with small red ante. 
They are a yearly pest and have molested 
us for a long series of years. They evi- 
dently enter the house from without, as we 
have never been able to find any nests 
within doors. If you can give us a remedy 
for the plague you will confer an unspeak- 
able benefit upon many housekeepers in 
this place. Ak OLD HovusexkEsrPeEr.” 

Various and sundry ways of expelling 
the scariet runners from kitchen and cup- 
board are recommended as “‘ sure death.’ 
I will enumerate a few In which I person. 
ally have faith; 

Wash a large coarse sponge with warm 
water to open all the cells and sift inte. 
these a/l the powdered sugar they will hold. 
Lay it in the favorite resorts of the ants. 
They will soon fill it. Then take up the 
sponge gingerly, not to scatter them, and 
Grop instantly into 4@ pan of boiling water. 
Squeese and rinse the sponge, refill with 
sugar and set itagain. This will clear the 
plaée in time. 

Mix 6 cents’ worth of tartar emetic with 
an equa! quantity of sugar. Wet it with 
milk and set upon the shelves frequented by 
ants. They eat it greedily and apparently 
“de not die in the house.” They merely 
“are not” henceforward. 

Scatter whole oloves upon shelves and in 
drawers. They do not like the perfume. 

Lay rags dipped in kerosene in their 
tracks. 

Mix into yelloW turpentine soap red pep- 
per, and when you have a soft paste, rub 
the underside of the shelves and the outer 
ledges of window and door silis with this. 

Make abundant use of sticky flypaper 
Tack it to the underside of pantry shelves 
and lay it upon tables and shelves at night. 
The odor of the composition coating the 
papere is peculiarly deadly to ants. I have 
found them dead in heaps under the papers. 
The smell had kilied them before they 
trie@ to cross the surface 

Lastly, rub carbolic acid soap into cracks 
and under the door and window silis. The 
ants dislike the disinfectant. ~ 

I have devoted so much of our valuable 
epace to this matter, because ants are a 
summer pest, and as obstinate as they 
are prolific. Next to the bedbug and the 
harmful fiy, they are our most objection- 
able Warm The: 4 visitante.

I have no recipe for dill pickles that I 
can conscientiously recommend to a tyro. 
Will some practical housemother who has 
mot forgotten the trials of her novitiate 
In the culinary art take pity upon our girl- 
wife and let us have a really good recipes 
for the pickle slgee would make? The other 
requests'I can handle with some degree of 
confidence. 

SWEET PICKLED BEETS—Lay the 
beets in boiling water to loosen the skins 
Rub these off with a coarse cloth and let 
the beets get perfectiy cold before cutting 

. them. Then alice with a sharp knife and 
pack into stone jars. 

To each quart of vinegar add a cupful of 

-eugar and &@ tablespoonful of mixed whole 
spices—mace, stick cinnamon, and allspice. 
Bring the vinegar to a boll, stir in sugar 
and spices, boll, covered, for three min- 
utes, and pour, scalding hot, upon the 
sliced beets, filling the jars to the top. 
Cover and set away in a dark, cool place 
tor three days. Then drain off the vinegar 
carefully, not to break the beets, and scald 
again with the spices. 

Do this three times within ten days after 
the beets are put into the jars and set away 
for a month before using them. They 
will keep well. 

lf you wish to pickle smal) young beets 
whole, boll, without peeling. for five min- 
utes after the boll begins; let them get 
cold, rub off the skins, put into the jars, and 
proceed as with the sliced beets.

Recipe for Pickled Cucumbers, 

SWEET PICKLED CUCUMBERS—Se.- 
leet cucumbers of uniform size and not too 
large. The smal) cucumbers make the best 
and prettiest pickles. 
not perfect. Pack in a stone jar, laying 
salt by the handful between the layers. 
Cover the top layer out of sight with salt. 
Then fill the jar with cold water and cover 
with a small saucer or plate of the right 
size to fit within the mouth of the jar, and 
lay a clean stone upon the plate. This 
is to keep the cucumbers under the brine. 
Leave them there for a fortnight at least. 
A month would not hurt them Every 
other day stir up the brine from the bot- 
tom. It should be strong enough to float 
a fresh egg if dropped into it. 

You may add fresh cucumbers from the 
garden every day, if more convenient than 
te put up all at once. When you are 
ready to put them through the last proc- 
esses, throw away the brine an examine 
the cucumbers carefully. If you find one 
thet is pecked or soft, do not let it go 
into the pickle. Lay those selected in cold 
fresh water and leave them there for 
twenty-four hours. Drain off the water, fill 
the jar with fresh water, and leave for an- 
other day and night. 

Now line a preserving kettle with vine 
leaves (green and clean) and pack in the 
Ctiicumbers, scattering a teaspoonful of 
powdered alum over each layer. Cover 
with three thicknesses of vine leaves and 
pour in cold water enough to cover all, 
Cover the whole with a close lid ang sim- 
mer over a slow fire for four hours; not 
letting it betl once in all that time, but 
keeping the confents scalding hot.

Next Step in Pickling. 


By now the cucumbers should be of a 


fine green and tender, but not broken. 


Cut up fine nearly the same quantity 


Reject all that are » 


Two days later drain off the vinegar with- 
out disturbing the cucumbers and just 
bring to a bubbling boli. Pour it scalding, 
Hot over the cucumbers, and fit on the cover, 
Repeat the scalding three times within the 
fortnight, allowing several days between. 
the processes. Then cover with a close 
lid and tle waxed paper or cloth over the 
lid. _They will be ripe in two months and 
keep good for years. I have eaten cucum-. 
ber pickles twénty years ol@ that were 
prepared after this fashion. 

Gherkins and “ mixed pickles”’ may be 
put up in like manner. 

I have gone into particulars in writing 
out the directions because requests for the 
recipe are numerous, and, moreover, I am 
put upon my mettle by your criticism upon 
that cook book. I wish you would tell 
me who wrote the mahual you find “ hard 
to understand.” I hope it is not one of 
mine! I always keep the novice in cookery 
in mind in preparing a single recipe, or 
a bookful. It is safe to assume that ali 
readers are novices. Them one is sure 
that the ignorant will be aided.

were in all respects what the growing boy 
and girl is almost certain to need in after 
life, there would be a shadow of justice in 
binding all pupils down to the rack that 
works five days in a week, and makes 
obligatory preperation during Saturday 
and Sunday for the renewal of theordeal 
on Monday. 

Your damsel of 10, if she keep up with her 
classes and pays due attention to her 
music, has labor and excitement enough to 
exercise every bit of nervous tissue in her 
small body. Recreation is necessary, of 
course; but it should be the wholesome out- 
door sports and excursions suitable to her 
age and needs. 

From what I have read and heard of 
moving pictures and vaudeville shows, I 
judge that they are among the last re- 
sorts to which a judicious parent would 
take a sensitive, innocent child.

or clingstone. They must be ripe ané 
sound. Peel them neatly ané drop them 
four pounds of white loaf sugar with about 
& pint of water—just enough to dissoive it. 
Let this come to @ fast bol. Drain all the 
water from the peaches and drop them at 
once into the boiling sirup. The object of 
laying the fruit in cold water is te preserve 
the coler. The air-darkéens them. Beil 
them five minutes in the sirup after the 
bubble recommences. 

Then take them out with a perforated 
skimmer and lay with care (not to bruise 
or break them) upon broad dishes, not #0 
close together as to crowd one another, 
while you let the sirup boil down thick and 
clear. It will take, perhaps, twenty min- 
utes. Take off the scum asa it rises to the 
top. Take the kettle from the fire when the 
boil is fupious, add a pint of best brandy. 
(Peach brandy is best. If you cannot get 
that, use the best old French brandy.) Pack 
the peaches in jars; pour the hot sirup over 
them. and fit on the topa 

N. B.: If after the fruit is taken from 
the fire and spread upon the dishes. a red- 
Gish liquor should exude from them, drain: 
it off before putting the fruit into the jara. 
It will cloud the sirup, which should be of 
a clear amber color. It is beet to put the 
peaches into glass jars. Roll these in hot 
water before filling them, and the boiling 
sirup will not crack them. 

You may brandy plums and pearwaccoré- 
ing to this recipe. The peats should be 
pared, the plums pricked in several places, 
each to prevent bursting as they are cooked. 

None of these fruits should be eaten un- 
der two monthe from the time of brandying. 
The flavor improves and meliows with age. 

Of course, it is not practicable to a 
peach brandy nowadays. In that age—a’ 
full century back of ust was made upon 
the plantation and laid down for at least 
ee ee arene

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Blackberry Cordial Recipe. 

“Will you kindly tell me how to make 
grape or blackberry wine to be used ta 
case of sickness? | 

“If it is not too much trouble please 
answer by mail. Mrs. H. T.” 

As you have been informed by letter, we 
cannot send recipes by mail. Our corre- 
spondence, already enormous in quantity, 
would be too heavy for us to conduct suc- 
eessfully. 

It is with pleasure that I give here a 
tried and approved recipe for making 
blackberry wine, which has been in my 
family for at least fifty summers 

BLACKBERRY CORDIAL—To each 
quart of blackberry juice made from 
crushed and strained ripe berries allow a 
pound of white suger, half an ounce of 
grated nutmeg and the same of powdered 
cinnamon, a quarter ounce each of ground 
allspice and cloves, and a pint of the best 
brandy. 

Tie the spices ia thin muslin bags; boll 
the juice, sugar, and spice bags together 
fifteen minutes, taking off the scum as it 
rises. Remove from the fire, add the bran- 
dy, and eet aside in a closely covered ves- 
sel to get cold... Leave it thus all night te 
get the fall strength of the spices, In the 
morning strain these out and bettle the 
cordial. Lay the bottles upon their sides 
in sand or’ greund cork, such as may be 
had from fruit stores where it is taken 
from barrels and boxes of Maiage grapes. 

You will see that I jabel this preparation 
“Cordial.” It is really not a wine, inas- 
much as it is not a fermented liquor. It 
je what you applied for—a medicine, and 
not a beverage. It ig an excellent cor- 
rective of “‘summer complaint,” as our 
grandmothers’ doctors called that class 
of intestinal disorders incidental to the 
warmest season of the year. 

I do not apologize for inserting it here. or 
for the recipe for brandied peaches. Each 
of the preparations has curative virtues. 

To make clear my stand upon the so- 
called “‘ Temperance Question "’ so far as it 
bears upon the mention of intoxicating 
Hquore In a department devoted to the 
best interests of the household, I crave 
leave to copy here a paragraph taken from 
the first edition of ‘ Common Sense in the 
Household,” published many years ago: 
In concluding the section of that manual 
treating of “ Domestic Drinks" I say: 

“A large majority of the beverages I 
have named are highly medicinal and de- 
serve, on that account, a place in the 
bousekeeper’s calendar. 

“Many of them, so far from being hurt- 
ful, are beneficial to a weak stomach or 
to a system suffering under general de- 
bility. 

“NONE THAT CONTAIN ALCOHOL 
IN ANY SHAPE SHOULD BE USED 
DAILY, MUCH LESS SEMI- OR TRI- 
DAILY BY A WELL PERSON.” 

I submit that if no one under 60 years 
of age ever tasted alcoholic liquors un- 
less by the direct advice of a conscientious 
physician, there would not be one drunk- 
ard in the land where there are a thousand

Making Ice Cream Cones. 

One woman who lives in a college town 
earns money curing the surmmer and ear'y 
fall months making ice cream cones. She 
uses a two gallon freezer and a set of cone 
irons. She makes eight dozen cones each 
day, which she sells atS cents each. These 
cones cost about 2 cents aplece, leaving her 
a prom of 8 cents on each'cone. She pays 
a boy $1 a week to sell them for her. 

She uses an excellent quality of cream and 
makes the cones by the following recipe: 
One-fourth cup of butter, one-fourth cup of 
milk, one-half cup of powdered migar, seven- 
eights cup of flour, and one-half teaspoonfu! 
of vanilla. Cream‘butter, then add sugar, 
and cream them well together; then add milk 
slowly. and last add flour and flavoring. 

A square or oblong tin may be used itn- 
stead of cone irons. Spread the batter thin 
on tin and let bake till a light brown. Cut 
in Squares anc roll up. beginning at one 
corner. Pinch the lower end of cone together 
to prevent the cream from running out as it 
melts.

Replies to Sewing Queries. 


This department is for the pur- 
pose of aiding the home seam- 
etress. Mra. Barton will answer 
all queries pertaining to dress- 
making.

To insert lace in a dress, baste it along both 
edges against the right side of the material. 
Then turn the dress over to the wrong side 
and cut away the material under the lace, 
leaving a tiny strip along each edge. This 
you turn back once or twice and baste. Now 
turn the work on the right side and stitch it, 
holding the tiny hem as well as the edge of 
the lace with the single stitching. 


To turn corners, baste the lace on the right 
side of the material, along the outer edge of 
the corner first, then fold it, bringing the fold 
half way between the two sides of the corner. 
This is called mitering it. 

In basting insertion around gurves, baste 
it along the wider edge of the curve first, then 
draw up the threac in the other edge until it 
lies flathy againet the material. A tiny lace 
edging, slightiy gathered, is whipped to the 
upper edge. If you wish, you might place 
veining between the edging and the insertion 
there. 

When lace is inseriec with veining on either 
edge it is necessary first to cut the materials 
so that the veining may be whipped to the 
cut edge. 

In making an article of lace where two 
thicknesses of lace are stitched together on 
the machine, baste a piece of newepaper 
under them to prevent any drawing of the 


flimsy fabric; when eewed, pull the paper 
away; the illustration above can have the 
edging and allover joined in this manner, and 
the carners should be mitered. 

The lace ruffles now worn:in sleeves to fall 
over the hands or wrists should be twice ae 
full a@ the plalfi space to be covered; then 
about an inch will be used. up in the seam 
where the ends are joined a# a bag seam. 

Ruffles of lace or embroidery used else- 
where are not full—in fect, they are quite 
scant; once and a half as full je considered 
very fluffy, but we are coming to the fluffy 
ruffles again when yards of lace and dress 
goods are sold for an ordinary gown on an 
ordinary woman.

HE wife of central Africa must of all 
things be obedient. She must not be 
of ungovernable temper, whatever else 
she may“be. The African husband will 
not permit this in any one of his large num- 
ber of wives. 

A wife uncertain in temper may refuse tu 
cook the meals, go off visiting when she ought 
to be at work, decline tc allow the husband 
access to the food stpplies, and make things 
generally uncomfortable. If prowess and in- 
dustry sre the prime cequisites in a husband, 
then a pliant ter~yer is the sovereign virtue 
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aln the case of a regular marriage the 
amount due to.the father ‘varies in accordance 
with the sex of the first child born, a girl be- 
ing consideréd of less value than a boy. The 
payments among “#he yan’ consists of cattle, 
sheep, hoes, spears, perhaps,. and sothetimes 
other: useful articles, The final payments are 
often not completed ‘until years after the 
marriage takes place and the bridegroom is 
considered fair prey by all the bride's rela- 
tions. 

This results in endless disputes; payments 
made are often repudiated by the reeipient ; 
the amount agreed upon is constantly matter 
for argument, and argument ends in fighting, 
raids on one another, and sometimes'a long 
drawn out feud. When asked to settle a dis- 
pute one takes it fpr granted that the ques- 
tion is One of marriage payments, unless spe- 
cially informed otherwise.

Various Methods of Acquirement. 


Wives may also be acquired in other ways 
than by the normal method of purchase. Big 
chiefs have many more wives than they ac- 
tually marry themselves, and these are be- 
queathed to their sons after them, along with 
the other property. Some times it may hap- 
pen that a younger son inherits a wife much 
older than himself, in which case he may ar- 
range with his brother to exchange for a 
younger woman, the elder brother then marry- 
ing the older woman.

When the old Pharoah heard that Tiy, who 
had once been his favorite wife, and for whom 
he had done so mueh, had planned to have him 
murdered, bis heart was broken. He could 
hardly believe that Tiy could be capable of 
such ingratitude. 

With a remarkable sense of justice, Ramses 
ordered the judges to give the conspirators im- 
partial trial, on the merits of the case. He 
gave the following instructions to this special 
court: “I commission the judges, saying: 
As for the words which the people have 
spoken I know them not. Go ye and examine 
them. When ye go and ye examine them, ye 
shall cause to die by their own hand, those 
who should die, without my knowing it. ‘Ye 
shall execute punishment upon the others 
lik@wise without my knowing it. Give heed 
and have a care lest ye execute punishment 
upon any one unjustly. Now I say to you in 
very truth, as for all that has been done, and 
those who have dotie it, let all that they have 
done fall upon their own heads; while I am 
protected and defended forever, while I a) 
among the just kings, who are before Amon 
Re, king of gods, and before Osiris, ruler of 
eternity.” As Osiris is the god of the dead, the

Judges Enter Into Conspiracy. 

The court appointed by the king consisted 
of fourteen officials, seven of whom were royal 
butlers. Even these judges were not loyal to 
the king, for some of the women conspirators, 
led by Gen. Peyes, gained such a strong 
influence over the bailiffs in charge of the 
prisoners that they went with Peyes and the 
women to the houses of two of the judges, 
who, with wild indiscretion, received and 
caroused with them. 

The two indiscreet judges, with one of their 
colleagues, who was innocent, and the two 
bailiffs, were immediately put on trial. The 
innocence of the third judge was proven, but 
the others were found guilty, and were sen- 
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tenced to have their ears and noses cut off. 
Immediately following the execution of the 
sentence, one of the judges committed qui- 
cide. 

The trials of the unhappy conspirators con- 
tinued with regularity; records show that 
thirty officials of all ranks, including the 
young pretender himself, and the audacious 
Peyes, the general who had compromised the 
two judges, were convicted.

King Dies of Broken Heart. 


There are no records to be found on the 
trial of Queen Tiy, so that her fate is un- 
known, but there is no reason to suppose that 
it was any better than the others, who, as 
ordered by the king, were allowed toe take 
their own lives. 


But the old king, broken and disheart-ned 
by the disloyalty and infidelity of his sub- 
jects, died before the execution of his would- 
be assassins. * 

Some historians believe that Queen Tiy 
committed suicide by drowning, though the 


_ public records of that day do not give her 


exact fate. Many who were found to be in 
conspiracy with her took their lives in many 
ways, choosing this form df death to the pub- 
lie executioner. Queen Tiy was nervy, had 
plenty of courage, and it is generally accepted 
as a fact that she did not care te live longer 
under disgrace and foiled in her pet ambi- 
tions.

“The reason for the lamentabie decay of 
interest in the late Victorian period in do- 
mestic science would take too leng to dis- 
sect,” she says. ‘“ Suffice it to say that for 
a time they had passed through some fool- 
ish decades in the education.

They work the regulation 
hours of their trade, except for such time 
as is devoted to lectures and instruction. 
All the materials are supplied, and while 
some work from patterns, the more gifted 
among the cripples make original designs.

That the wage of subsistence, board, lodg- 
ing, and clothing, dealt out to a mariréd 
woman is often on a liberal and comfortable 
scale does not alter the fact that it is essen- 
tially a wage of subsistence, regulated by 
the idea of what is necessary for subsist- 
ence in the particular class to which she 
may happen to belong.

QueerNew Experiment to Show 


— 


What Race Is Nearest the Ape. 


N ATTEMPT is to be made at the Im- 

perial Research laboratory at Munich 

to determine, by blood precipitin ex- 

periments, which of the living races of 
men bears the closest relationship to the ape. 
Should the experiment succeed it will settle 
many perplexing problems of science and 
may revolutionize the theories of evolution- 
ists as well as theologians, 

As the case now stands, there is general 
agreement among scientists that man and the 
ape are descended from a common ancestor; 
but as to whether the black, the white, the 
red, or the yellow man, the pygmy, the giant 
or the medium sized man, Was the original 
human type there are strong differences of 
opinion, One pody of theorists holds that the 
negro is a degenerated white type, while an- 
other insists that the white man is evolved 
from an ancient black type. 

To apply the blood precipitin tests to the 
settlement of this problem it will be neces- 
sary only to advance a few steps further on 
experiments made by Prof. Nuttall of Cam- 
bridge. 

Says Sir Ray Lankester: “ When into 
the blood of a live rabbit a small quantity 
of the blood or liquid serum separated from 
the blood clot of a man is introduced by in- 


. jection in several doses separated by a day 


or two's interval, the blood of the rabbit ac- 
quires a peculiar property. If the rabbit be 
killed and some of its blood be allowed to 
coagulate, the serum, or pale liquid part of 
the blood, may be collected and preserved in 
glass bulbs for experiment. 
; x ** 
Mixed Liquid Becomes Clouded. 

“It is now found that if a teaspoonful of 
a clear, transparent dilution of human blood, 
prepared either from fresh or from dried 
blood, be put in a test tube, and some of the 
prepared rabbit serum is poured into it, a 
milky appearance is produced where the two 
liquids meet, and as they mix the whole of 
the mixed liquid becomes clouded. The par- 
ticles causing the clondiness gradually col- 
lect together and sink to the bottom. of the 
tube as a precipitate. Now, if serum from a 
rabbit not treated by an injection of human 
bleed or serum be poured inte a tube holding 


a specimen of the dilute human blood, such — 


as yielded the precipitate when mixed with 
the ‘humanized’ rabbit serum, there will be 
no precipitate at all. : 

“Thus we prove that there is something 


present in the blood of the ‘ humanized’ rab- ° 
bit which causes the precipitate, and whieh 


is not present in the blood of the unpre- 
pared rabbit. What is this precipitin? Is it 
the human blood itself, with which the first 
rabbit was prepared, which simply brings 
with it the precipitin? Not at all, as we 
show by pouring some serum from ordinary 
human blood clot into a tube of dilute human 
bicod. 

“It is therefore clear that .the introduction

first rabbit has set up a change in that ani- 

mal’s blood, resulting in the formation of a 

substance having the power to cause a milk.

Chemical Change Takes Place. 

“There is little doubt that—as in the pro- 
duction of antitoxin—the precipitin is manu- 
factured in the rabbit’s blood by a chemical! 
change of bodies present in the injected hu- 
man blood and in its own blood. 

“The strangest thing about it all is that 
the precipitin in the serum of the blood of 
the humanized rabbit will not cause « cloud- 
iness in diluted dog’s blood, nor in that of 
cattle, sheep, or, in fact, in that of any other 
animal except man and his nearest * bleod re- 
lations” among animals—namely, the apes 
and monkeys.” 

It is found to be possible to compare the 
degree of precipitation or cloudiness in dif- 
ferent examples. In other words, those who 
have made and are making the experiments 
claim that it is proved by the éxperiments 
that the blood of.the chimpanzee anf the 
orangoutang, when tested with the human- 
ized precipitin holding rabbit's blood, gives a 
precipitate nearly as great as does that of 
man, while the common organ grinder’s mon- 
key—the macaque—gives a good deal tess. 
The South American monkeys—which differ 
in the number of their teeth and in their pre- 
hevsile tails from man and the old world 
monkeys—give only the merest traces of 
precipitin. The lemurs give no precipitin

RADING in he real estate market 

last week had a wide range again 

with a large volume, as indicated by 

the figures of the recorder’s office, 

-which showed an unusually large in- 
crease over the corresponding week « 
year ago. 

The figures in ply Gens alka ido 
couraging character, showing an increase 
over July @ year ago, and maintaining the 
record of every month of the; year in this 
respect. 

The large increase in the number of trane- 
fers, which is the rea! index of the market's 
activities, owlng to the largé number of 
nominal consideration deeds going to record, 
was especially significant, amounting to 
876. The figures were 8,708 .in number, 
amounting to $14,727,757, es against 2,882, 
with total comaideration of $12,110,239 for 
July @ year ago. 

There also was an shncuineis of 540 in the 
number of trust deeds going to record and 
$2,829,900 ‘In the total amount, the figures 
being 2,884, with @ total of $10,497,650, 
against 2,344 and $16,067,750 for the month 
a year ago. 


Show Gain in Building. 

A surprisingly good showing was made in 
building as compared with July a year ago, 
when operationg were greatly stimulated by 
the desire to take advantage of the off build- 
ing ordinance whith expired Bept. 1, and 
which permitted of a height of 260 feet, as 
against 200 under the present ordinance. 
There is an actual increase in’ the number 
of permits taken out for July of this year, 
1,202, as against 1,041 for July, 1911, while 
the total cost is $10,265,800, as against $10,- 
208,600 for the same month a year ago. These 
figures indicate a remarkabie; and healthy 
growth. 

There were no transactions of special. mo- 
mem in the central district last week. but 
there were many important Ones in the in- 
termediate and outlying districts. some of 
which involved extensive building opera- 
tions. 


Deals on West Side. 

The west side turned up severa? notable 
deals, the most important of which was 
the sale by the International Marvester 
company to Edmund A. Russell, trustee, of 
the property at the northwest corner of 
Adams and Jefferson streets, for $200,000. 

The lot fronts 79.7 feet on Adams street 
and 198% feet on Jefferson stréet and is im- 
Proved with a five story and basement brick 
building erected a number of years ago by 
the Warder, Glessner & Bushnell company 
of Springfield, O., manufacturers of the 
Champion. The building was occupied by 
this company until the International Har- 
vester cOMmpany was organized, when the 
printing: department of the concern was es- 
tablished there It has closed a lease of the 
bullding from the new owners for a term at 
a net annual rent. i 

The building is understood to have been 
valued at $75,000 in the present transaction 
and the land at $125,000, which js at the rate 
of $1,562 a front foot for the Adams street 
frontage and $7.85 a square faot. White & 
Tabor represented the purchasers in the 
transaction, while Oliver & Co. represen te 
the harvester company. It is the last of a 
series of interesting developments in this 
section of the west side. 


George E. Spry Sells. 

Another was the sale by George E. Spry to 
Frederick W. Mathiessen of La Salle, I11., of 
his equity in the property at the northeast 
corner of Fulton and Desplaines streets, 
170x170 feet, with six and seven story bulld- 
ings. A consideration of $1 Is given, the 
property bearing an incumbrance of $165,000. 

Mr. Spty conveyed this equity in exchange 
for fifty feet on Dearborn street near Polk, 
a tract ofthirty acres in Washington Heights, 
and a tract of sixty acres at West Forty- 
eighth and Ninety-fifth streets.
